I talked with the father of Evangelina 
Cisneros, and a place called the Jacoba. 
I found reconcentrados at all these 
places, and begging everywhere about 
the streets of Havana. 


"The sDectacle, at the Possos and 


Jacoba houses, of women and children 
emaciated to skeletons, suffering from 
diseases produced by starvation, was 
sickening-. Tn Sagua I saw-some sick 
and, emaciated little girls in a chil- 
dren's hospital started three days be- 
fore by charitable Cubans, and saw a 
crowd of miserable looking reconcen- 
trados with tin buckets and other re- 
ceptacles getting small allowances of 
food doled out to them in a yard. In 
the same city, in an old sugar ware- 
house, I sa.vf stationed around the in- 
side walls the remnants of 20 or 30 Cu- 
ban families. In one case the remnant 
consisted of two little children of seven 
or eight. In another case there were 
four individuals—a mother, a girl of 14 
and two quite small girls. These four 
were all that the order,of concentration 
had left alive out of 11. 


"At San Domingo, where two rail- 


roads join, the depot was crowded with 
women and children, one of the latter 
swollen up with the beri beri, begging 
in the most earnest way of the few 
passengers. San Domingo is little more 
than a railroad station in times of 
peace, but at present it has consider- 
able population living in cabins, thach- 
ed with the tops of royal paim trees, 
composed of survivors of the recon- 
centradoes. 
The concentration order 


requires these people to live within a 
circle of small blockhouses, commonly 
dignified iy the dispatches by the name 
of. forts. 
I do not know the exact 


measure of the dead line circle drawn 
around them, but there was certainly 
nothing within it upon which a human 
being could subsist. Practically th°y 
are prisoners. At every one of the 
numerous stopping places along the 
road a similar collection of huts could

In the Senate.

Hon* Charlo» W. Russell, Assistant 
Attoruoy In tlie Department of Ju s­ 
tice, Declares That 20,000 nave Al­ 
ready Starved—Need For Relief* 
Washington, Jan. 12.—1-Ion. Charles 
W. Russell, assistant United States 
attorney in the department of justice, 
returned yesterday from Cuba, where 
he has spent two weeks investigating 
the conditions prevailing: on the island. 
To a reporter Mr. Russell said: 


“I am very glad to be interviewed on 
the subject of Cuba, because I feel it a 
solemn duty to humanity to endeavor 
to make the American people realize 
I the terrible distress which exists there. 
Much has been written on the subject, 
but, juding others by myself, I feel 
j quite sure that, because we do not 
) commit and have not in our history 
* committed such atrocities as Spain is 
j committing on that island, the Ameri­ 
can reading public regards the reports 
as biased by the preconceived opinions 
of newspapers, or grossly exaggerated. 


“I spent just two weeks in Cuba, vis­ 
ited Havana, went south to Jaruco, 
southeast to Guiñes, northeast to Ma­ 
tanzas, eastwardly 
about 
200 miles 
through the middle of the country to 
San Domingo, Santa Clara and Sagua 
la Grande. I visited Marianao, a short 
distance west of Havana, and saw 
along the railroads 30 or 40 towns or 
stations. In Havana I visited the Fos- 
sos, the hospital prison Aldecoa, where 
I talked with the father of Evangelina 
Cisneros, and & place called the Jacoba. 
I found reconcentrados at all these 
places, and begging everywhere about 
the streets of Havana. 


“The spectacle, at the Fossos and 
Jacoba houses, of women and children 
emaciated to skeletons, suffering from 
diseases produced by starvation, was 
sickening. In Sagna J. saw some sick 
a n ^ . emaciated little girls in a chil­ 
dren's hospital started three days be­ 
fore by charitable Cubans, and saw a 
crowd of miserable looking* reconcen­ 
trados with tin buckets and other re­ 
ceptacles getting small allowances of 
food doled out to them in a yard. In 
the same city, in an old sugar ware-* 
house, I saw stationed around the in­ 
side walls the remnants of 20 or 30 Cu­ 
ban families. In one case the remnant 
consisted of two little children of seven 
or eight. In another case there wore 
four individuals—a mother, a girl of 14, 
and two quite small girls. These four 
were all that the orderxof concentration 
had left alive out of 11. 


“At San Domingo, where two rail- 
* roads join, the depot was crowded with 
women and children, one of the latter, 
swollen up with the beri beri, begging 
in the most earnest way of the few 
passengers. San Domingo is little more 
than a railroad station in 
times of 
peace, but at present it has consider­ 
able population living in cabins, thach- 
ed with the tops of royal palm trees, 
composed of survivors of the recon- 
centradoes. 
The concentration order 
requires these people to live within a 
circle of small blockhouses, commonly 
dignified in the dispatches by the name 
of. forts. 
I do not know the exact 
measure of the dead line circle drawn 
around them, but there was certainly 
nothing within it upon which a human 
being could subsist. 
Practically they 
are prisoners. 
At every one of the 
numerous stopping places along the 
road a similar collection of huts could 
be seen, and at most of them beggars, 
often nice looking: women and beautiful 
children, Invaded tlje cars, 


“All along: the railroad as far as could 
be seen were stretches of the most fer­ 
tile and beautiful country, with very 
few trees, even on the low mountains, 
and most of th^se the royal palms, I 
saw many dozens of burning cane 
fields, and one evening1, going from 
Guiñes to Havana, saw the sky lighted 
up along that read with lires principally 
of the tall grass of the country, but 
partly of cane. 
The whole land was 
lying perfectly id’« except that I saw 
two or three or four sugar mills where 
cane was growing, but in ail such in­ 
stances the miii and cane were sur- 
rouniied by forts, manned by soldiers 
who are paid 1;: the owners., 


“As the country wut stripped of its 
population by the order of concen­ 
tration, it is eapy to be leve that 400,000 
persons were gathered behind the forts, 
without being given food, medicine or 
means of any kind to earn a Jiving, ex­ 
cept where in the larger cities some 
few could And employment in menial 
offices. I believe that half of the 4uo,ou0 
have died as the result of starvation. 
I know from the official register of the 
city of Santa Clara, which ordinarily 
has a population of about 14,000, that 
the number of deaths for November 
was over 1,000, and for Dtcember over 
*00. 


"I wish merely to state in such a way 
its to be convincing that in consequence 
Df the concentration of the people some 
ÍOO.OOO Cubans are daily suffering and 
flying from diseases produce by a lack 


of nouflihmtrit in the midst of what I 
think the most fertile country in the 
world, and that something must be 
done for them on a large scale and at 
once, or a few months will see their 
extermination. So far as I could see 
they are a patient, amiable, intelligent 
set of people, some of them whom I 
saw begging having faces like Ma­ 
donnas. 


“What they need is Instant pecuniary 
assistance to the extent of $20,000 a 
day, distributed by our consuls. Pri­ 
vate charity will hardly, It seems, pro­ 
duce that amount. Y/hethor congress 
should make an appropriation, as in 
the case of the San Domingo refugees 
and other cases, Is not for me to say, 
1 but I beg the charitable to believe the 
itatements of fact which I have made, 
ind to try to realize what they mean.”

Civil Service in the House and Hawaii 


iu tlio Senate. 


Last Friday Senator Teller, of Colo­ 
rado, made a silver speech in which he 
declared that the president and Sec­ 
retary Gae:e were in accord on the 
money question, and attacked the Re­ 
publican party because it advocated a 
gold standard. 


The Hawaiian annexation treaty was 
presented in the senate on Monday of 
this week, and an effort was made to 
have the document considered in open 
session. 
After a day spent in debate 
on the question the motion was over­ 
whelmingly defeated. 


In the senate executive session on 
Tuesday Senator Davis, of Minnesota, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, made a strong speech in ad­ 
vocacy of the annexation of Hawaii. 
In the open session of the senate the 
pensions committee reported adversely 
a bill to grant a pension of $100 a 
month each to the two daughters of the 
late General George Gordon Meade. 


The civil service debate which was 
begun in the lower house of congress 
on Tuesday of last week was continued 
until Tuesday of this week, and then 
the debate was suspended by a tie vote, 
it requiring the vote of Speaker Reeci 
to determine the matter. There is no 
doubt that an effort to o,mend the law 
will be made in the near future, though 
the Democrats will support nothing 
short of absolute repeal of the* measure. 


Defaulter’« Dondstnen Compromise* 
Nashua, N. H„ Jan. 12.—The stock­ 
holders of the Indian Head National 
bank yesterday voted to accept the 
offer made by the bondsmen of Frank 
A. McKean, the defaulting cashier, to 
settle the case against them by the 
payment of $25.000. 
The full amount 
of the bond was $35,000. McKean left 
the city in December, 1£95, leaving a 
shortage of $70,000. He is now in the 
Argentine Republic. 


Both Parents Must Consent. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 11.—County Judge 
J. H. Carpenter has rendered a decision 
which, if sustained, will have a sweep­ 
ing effect. He held that a child cannot 
be legally adopted without the consent 
of both parents, if living, and the child 
has not been abandoned. J. II, Ryder, 
whose wife had deserted him, was sent 
to prison for forgery from here recent­ 
ly. A 4-year-old daughter, thus left 
alone, was adopted by a saloonkeeper. 
A suit by philanthropic parties to have 
the order of adoption rescinded led to 
the decision. 


"Lowndes Denounces Lynchers. 


Annapolis, Jan. 12.—The legislature 
of Maryland met last night to receive 
the governor's message.

Newfoundland to Panama, he took 
special delight in wreaking vengeance 
upon the crews and captains of New 
England vessels. 


The reason for this is found in the 


accounts of his exploits by an old 
historian. The sturdy colonists would 
not permit him to perform his out- 
rages without some sort of retaliation. 
So formidable a foe did they send after 
the noted pirate chief that more than 
once he was cornered aud nearly cap- 
tured. 


In June, 1723, Captain Low formed 


a partnership with a successful pirate 
of lesser note known as 
Charles 


Harris. The two united forces and 
directed their energies toward the New 
England coast. They soon aroused 
such 
indignation 
in 
the 
New- 


England coast towns that the warship 
Greyhound was sent out after the 
pirates, and, disguised as a merchant- 
man, she soon fell in with the enemy. 
The warship was manned with twenty 
guns and one hundred and twenty 
men. 
When she sighted the pirates 


her captain pretended to be in great, 
consternation, and the vessel stood 
away for two hours, with the pirates 
close at her heels. 


When Low and Harris were in gun- 


shot the warship suddenly turned 
around and delivered several broad- 
sides into the chasing vessels. Dur- 
ing the conflict which followed Cap- 
tain Low escaped on his fleet vessel ; 
but Harris and his crew were captured 
and hanged near Newport ou July 10, 
1723. 


This incident created a feeling of 


relief aad rejoicing throughout New 
England, but it was of short duration. 
Instead of being frightened away by 
the fate of his partner and his crew, 
Captain Low increased his activity 
and scoured the seas after New Eng- 
land vessels. 


At that time New England was send- 


ing out large fleets of whaling boats, 
and the sturdy, innocent seaman of 
these were bothered by the pirates 
probably more than any other class. 
They carried very little merchandise 
that -was of any value to the pirates, 
but ont of a sense of revenge Captain 
Low took special delight in destroying 
the whaling vessels and in setting 
their crews adrift in small boats or 
killing them. 


Matters went on this way for a few 


months, when the noted pirate chief 
either became frightened at the num- 
ber of warships searching for him or 
he felt that he had been sufficiently 
revenged for the hanging of his part- 
ner,for after the winter of 1723 there 
is no record to show that he ever again 
visited the American coast. His opera- 
tions thereafter were confined chiefly 
to the African coast and among the 
Canaries and Cape Verde islands. 


Bnt one incident of his career 


among the New England whalers be- 
fore he left for southern waters will 
illustrate the pluck and ingenuity of 
the sturdy seamen of that day. 


The Carrie Bald, of Boston, sailed 


from that city manned with a crew of 
fifteen sailors, aud after ten weeks of 
successful whaling she turned her 
prow toward home loaded down with 
blubber and whale oil. 
Her crew 


were in the best of spirits, anticipat- 
ing large profits froai their cargo aud 
a hearty welcome home by their wives, 
children and sweethearts. 


On July lOthshe sighted land,which 


proved to be a rocky headland on the 
Maine coast. 
With this gnide-post 


telling the captain and crew that they 
would be in Boston harbor in a few 
days everybody began to make pre- 
parations for landing. 
Everything 


ab-->ut the vessel wa« put ship-shape, 
and the old sailors even got their be- 
longings together and packed them in 
batjs and old sail -clot li. 


Bnt before Mount Desert isknd was 


sighted a sail wai seen heading toward 
the coast, standing HJI from the sea 
liko a great, white cloud. 
Captain 


Bald of the Carrie grew anxious 
as the sail approached nearer and dis- 
played a flag at the mizzen masthead 
w liich he could not 3«ake out. 
One 


reason for his running so far ashore 
had been to escape the notice of any 
piratical craft that might be crnising 
up and down the coast. 
Most of the 


trading vessels stood -well out from the 
rocky Maine shore. 


Half an hour 'ater Captain Bald felt 


reasonably mire that the approaching 
Bail meant mischief, and that his 
whaler was in imminent danger. 


"We'll run iu a hit," he remarked 


to his first mate. 


Long familiarity with tho New Eng- 


lang coast now stood him in good ser- 
vice.

That's all."

"I have bad some strange crews iu

The warship was manned with twenty 
guns and one hundred and twenty 
men. 
When she sighted the inrates 
her captain pretended to be in great 
consternation, and the vessel stood 
away for two hours, with the pirates 
close at her heels.

whaler was in imminent danger. 


“ We'll run in a bit,1’ he remarked 
to his first mate. 


Long familiarity with tho New Eug- 
lang coast now stood him in good ser­ 
vice. 
He ran his craft so close to the 
shore that it was dangerous for one 
not familiar with the channels to fol­ 
low. 9 


“ I t’s no use, 
Captain,” the first 
mate said after a long pause. 
“ If 
that’s Captain Low he knows every 
inch of this water. 
He's better ac­ 
quainted with this coast than any 
whaling captain from Portland to New 
Bedford.” 


“ Well, if it ain't Ned Low', we’ll 
give him a chase among these rocks 
that he won’t forget very soon,” re­ 
plied gruff Captain Bald, pulling his 
long Avhiskers nervously. 


In a short time the black flag of the 
pirates indicated even to the crew what 
mission tho ship Avas bent on. 
There 
was a short time of general fear when 
stout hearts quaked and rugged faces 
turned pale. 
Every sailor knew the 
cruelty of the pirate captain and his 
horde of savages. 


Then Captain Bald called the crew 
together and addressed them in these 
words: 


“ We may as well fece this little 
difficulty bravely, my men, and not 
mince matters. 
That’s Ned Low’s 
ship, and we know Avliat lie’s after; he 
never shows mercy to anybody, espe­ 
cially to a Ncav Englander, and we’d 
better die fighting than be strung up 
to the yardarm or have our lips and 
noses cut off for a fry. 
We’ve got 
harpoons and axes aboard, and every 
one of ye knows how to use ’em. 
So 
just get ’em and stick together and 
fight until ye’re dead. 
Just remem­ 
ber that it’s better to be killed than 
to fall in 
their hands. 
I ’ll 
use 
my wits to get away from them, but it’ 
worst comes to worst, we must fight. 
That’s all.” 


The stout words of the grim old 
whaling captain lent new courage to 
the crew, and they gave a little cheer 
that meant more than the loud huzzah 
of a crowd. 
Every man felt that he 
was about to face death, and he was 
determined to do it Avith a brave 
front. 


Nearer and nearer approached tho

When Low and Harris were in gun- ( threatening boat, on whose decks 
shot the Avar ship suddenly turned ! ^lack swarms of armed men could be 
around and delivered several broad­ 
sides into the chasing A'essels. 
D ur­ 
ing the conflict Avhich followed Cap­ 
tain Loav escaped on his fleet vessel ; 
but Harris and his creAV were captured 
and hanged near Newport on July 10, 
1723. 


This incident created a feeling of 
relief and rejoicing throughout N cav 
England, but it was of short duration. 
Instead of being frightened aAvay by 
the fate of his j^artner and his crew, 
Captain Low' increased his activity 
and scoured the seas after N oav Eng­ 
land vessels. 


At that time New England Avas send­ 
ing out large fleets of Avhaling boats, 
and the sturdy, innocent seaman of 
these were bothered by the inrates 
probably more than any other class. 
They carried very little merchandise 
that was of any value to the pirates, 
but out of a sense of revenge Captain 
Low took special delight in destroying 
the Avhaling vessels and in setting 
their creAva adrift in small boats or 
killing them. 


Matters Avent on this Avay for a feAV 
months, Avhen the noted pirate chief 
either became frightened at the num­ 
ber of warships searching for him or 
he felt that he had been sufficiently 
revenged for the hanging of his part­ 
ner, for after tho winter of 1723 there 
is no record to show that he ever again 
visited the American coast. His opera­ 
tions thereafter Avere confined chiefly 
to the African coast and among the 
Canaries and Cape Verde islands. 


But one incident of 
his career 
among the New England whalers be­ 
fore he left for southern waters Aviil 
illustrate the pluck and ingenuity of 
the sturdy seamen of that day. 


The Carrie Bald, of Boston, sailed 
from that city manned Avith a creAV of 
fifteen sailors, and after ten weeks of 
successful Avhaling she turned her 
proAV toAvard home loaded down with 
blubber and whale oil. 
Her crew 
Avere in the best of spirits, anticipat­ 
ing large profits from their cargo and 
a hearty Avelcome homo by their Avives, 
children and SAveethearts. 


On July 10thshe sighted land, Avhich 
proved to be a rocky headland on the 
Maine coast. 
With this guide-post 
telling the captain and crew that they 
would be in Boston harbor in a few 
days everybody began to make pre­ 
parations for landing. 
Everything 
about the vessel Avas put ship-shape, 
and the old sailors even got their be­ 
longings together and packed them in 
bags and old sail-cloth. 


But before Mount Desert island Avas 
sighted a sail Avas seen heading toAvard 
the coast, standing up from the sea 
like a great, Avliite cloud. 
Captain 
Bald of the Carrie grew anxious 
Mb the sail approached nearer and dis­ 
played a flag at the mizzen masthead 


A v h i c h he could not make out. 
One 
reason for his running so far ashore 
had been to escape the notice of any 
piratical craft that might be cruising 
up and down the coast. 
Mo3t of the 
trading vessels stood well out from the 
rocky Maine shore. 


Half an hour Jater Captain Bald felt 


seen. 
A small swivel gun sent a ball 
I ricochetting across the Avaves toAvard 
tho Avhaling schooner, but the latter 
continued to thread her Avay carefully 
among the sunken rocks. 


The pirate craft, Avhen she reached 
the outlying fringe of rocks, hove to 
and beat up and down like a duck 
Uncertain Avhich way to go. 


“ I t ’s dangerous Avater here if you 
don’t kuoAV your Avay,” muttered Cap­ 
tain Bald, and I guess you don’t knoAV 
it.” 


He Avas scanning the ship through 
his sea glasses. 


“ Aha! 
N oav Captain L oav takes the 
wheel. 
His pilot don’t knowr the Avay. 
N oav Ave’re in for it!” 


There Avas a change noticeable on 
board the pirate. 
Then she directed 
her course once more toAvard the rocks 
and plunged boldly between them, 
folloAving the narrow, tortuous chan­ 
nel. 


Captain Bald watched her in silence. 
Then his light blue eyes, shaded by 
thick, shaggy jeyebroAVS, grew Avorried 
and restless. 
He scanned the sea and 
the shore, and then he returned his 
gaze to the pirate. 


“ We can’t lose them here,” he said 
finally to his ’first mate. 
“ They’ll 
overhaul us before night, and then—” 


He shuddered involuntarily. 
“ We might run her aground and 
swim for the shore,” ho ejaculated 
finally. 
“ No, Ave’ll run her 
ud the 
river. 
This is Machias Point, and avc 
might reach the river ahead of ’em.” 


It Avas late in the afternoon when 
the Carrie sailed up the mouth of 
the river against a strong tide, Avith 
the pirate craft less than a mile astern. 
The coast at this point Avas bleak and 
deserted in those days, and it Avas al­ 
most as certa;n a death to land and 
desert the ship as to face the pirates. 


“ Mill, Ave’ll do it,” Captain Bald 
said. 
“ It's better to fall among the 
Indians than among 
these human 
fiends. 
I ’d rather be eaten by wolves 
than have my tongue and eyes gouged 
out.” 


The pirates Avere so certain of their 
prey now that their loud shouts could 
be distinctly heard by the Avhaling 
creAV. Suddenly Captain Bald started, 
and, knowing that the best 
ay ay to 
keep his men brave Avas to find employ­ 
ment for them, he gave orders quickly. 


“ Get the whaleboats 
ready for 
action!” he shouted, 


There Avere four of these, tAvo on 
either side, and each one Avas manned 
Avith a creAV of three sailors, and an 
officer. 
When the men had unlashed 
them from the davits tho captain 
shouted: 


“ Form a Avater-buckot brigade for a 
fire in the hold!” 


This strange order made some of 
the men hesitate, but explicit obedi­ 
ence in their captain’s words had be­ 
come a habit Avith them. 


When the men Avere in line armed 
Avith their buckets, Captain Bald went 
beloAV and in a feAV minutes the men 
were passing the buckets from one to 
the other, 
emptying their contents 
first into one w haleboat and then into 


another. 
But there Avas no firo to 
ficrht, and the men Avere not handling 
Avator. 
They were dipping the Avhale 
oil from the great tanks and hogsheads 
in tho hold and pouring it into the 
small boats. 


“ Enough 1” shouted the captain a 
little later. 
“ Every man on deck!” 
The novelty of the orders made the 
men hoav obey Avith alacrity, and they 
had partly forgotten their danger in 
their exertions. 
But when they as­ 
sembled on deck again and saAv the 
pirate only a short distance off their 
faces paled once more. 


But Captain BaRl realized that the 
moment for action had come, and he 
gave his orders in quick, sharp com­ 
mand 3. 


“ Lower the boats and tie them to­ 
gether Avith a rope tAventy feet long!” 
He fastened one of tho lengths of 
rope to the first boat himself, and 
threw the other end to the first mate. 
The pirates saAv the launching of the 
four Avhaleboats, and prepared to do 
the same Avith their boats. 
But they 
little realized that the brave seamen 
were not making ready to escape to 
the shore, but Avere planning for their 
destruction. 


“ I want four brave men who are 
Avilling to risk their Ha'cs for the rest 
of us,” Captain Bald said in his usual 
abrupt Avay. 
“ Will you please step 
forward.” 


Instead of four men every one of 
the creAV stepped f or Avar d. 


“ That’s enough, my brave men,” 
the captain said, Avhile his eyes greAV 
moist. 
“ I ’ll select m y m en.” 


Then taking four of his most trust- 
Avorthy sailors he gave them brief di­ 
rections Avhat to do. 
The sailors nod­ 
ded their heads, and jumped into the 
beats, each carrying a life-preserver 
Avith him. 
The last words the captain 
said to them Avere: 


“ Remember the right bank! 
Swim 
toward it and I ’ll pick you up.” 


W hat could he mean? 
The sailors 
on board the Carrie asked this, and 
the pirates must have been curious 
also to know. 
They stopped a mo­ 
ment in their yelling and watched the 
peculiar proceedings of the men in 
the Avhaleboat. 


The four boats shot out from the 
Carrie and Avere roAved directly to­ 
Avard the pirate, the strong current of 
the river helping them in their speed. 
The pirates did not notice at first that 
each boat. Avas fastened by strong ropes 
to each other’s proAvs. 
They Avere 
too intent in watching the strange 
proceedings of this attack. 
I t might 
have dawned upon their obtuse minds 
that part of the creAV 
of the Carrie 
had deserted, or that they were com­ 
ing to plead for mercy. 


But the four rowers Avere silent and 
active. 
When they Avere Avithin fifty 
yards oftthe pirate the men threAV 
aAvay their oars simultaneously and 
bent over something in the middle of 
their Avhaleboats. 
There Avas a tiny 
spark of light, a flash and then a sud­ 
den upward blaze. 


The four brave men slipped over 
the side of their boats and disappeared, 
but the flames Avhich they had started 
burned furiously. 
The Avhale oil in 
the bottom of the boats furnished fuel 
that made a fire hard to extinguish. 
The tide Avas carrying the boats rapidly 
down the river toward the pirate. 
Then for the first time the pirates 
noticed that 
the boats

Instantly there Avas a commotion 
on board the pirate ship. 
In the con­ 
fusion everybody forgot the prey they 
had so neatly hemmed in the river. 
The guns Avere aimed at the approach­ 
ing oil boats of fire, and one Avas actu­ 
ally bloAvn to pieces,but the oil floated 
011 the Avater and only spread the 
flames. 


In a feAV m inutes the fire boats 
struck the pirate ship, and the ropes 
holding them together drew tho end 
boats around toward the ship in such 
a Avay that flames Avere soon spreading 
through the rigging and hull. 
A few ! 
priates 
climbed down and cut the j 
ropes, but before they floated away the 
ship Avas a huge mass of flames and 
smoke. 


Meantime Captain Bald had not 
been idle. 
Ju st as soon as his men 
dropped into the Avater from th e fire- 
boats he croAvded 011 all sail, and, 
helped by the tide, he went, bowling 
do ay n the river close up toward tho 
right bank. 


While the jm’ates Avere fighting the 
fire and trying to avert the doom of 
their ship, Captain Bald Avas leisurely 
picking up his four brave sailors Avho 
had caused the mischief. 


“ Noav Ave’ll stand out to sea,” he 
said, “and let ’em chase us again.” 


But the last he saAv of the priates, 
as his schooner rounded tho point of 
land at the mouth of the river, Avas a 
cheering sight. 
Most of them AYere 
seeking safety in the Avater. 
For 
more than I a v o hours a dense wreath 
of smoke could be seen curling up­ 
ward, and as long as it Avas visible 
Captain Bald chuckled softly to him­ 
self on the forward deck. 


“ What wouldn’t Captain L oav give 
to catch me?” he said over and over 
again. 
“ H e’d cook m e aliA'e and feed 
me to his m en.” 


But no one Avas more joyful over 
the outcome of the encounter with 
the celebrated pirate chief than the 
sailors of the 
Carrie, 
who ever 
afterward told Avith great glee how 
they helped to burn Ned Low’s best 
ship.

“ I have had some strange creAvs in 
my experience,” said old Captain Ben­ 
son, “ but the funniest kind of a ship’s 
company that I ever sailed with Avas 
one of big African apes, and it hap­ 
pened in this Avay: 


“ It Avas during tho period of tho 
lifetime of the great showman, P. T. 
Barnum, Avhen I10 had his museum 011 
lower BroadAvay in New York city, 
that my vessel Avas chartered by him 
to go out to Africa and to bring back 
a cargo of Avild animals that his agents 
in that country had collected.

had three big and tAvo baby elephants 
in the hold, also a rhinoceros and a 
girafl'e, while in wooden houses on 
deck Ave carried several zebras, a num 
ber of antelope and deer, also ten 
huge apes as large as men. 
The apes 
were very intelligent and Avere capa­ 
ble of 
being taught many amusing 
tricks. 


“ On our voyage home I had oc 
casion a number of times to advise the 
officers and men against teasing these 
creatures, telling them that they Avere 
knoAvn to possess a good memory and 
Avere revengeful, 
and Avould surely 
make it a point to get even Avith tlieii 
tormentors at the first opportunity; 
but as the heavy Avooden bars divided 
them from the hairy faces thatscoAvled 
at their fun-making, 
they felt safe 
enough to give no heed to my Avaru 
ings. 
The mates and sailors took 
good care, hoAvever, to pass at a safe 
distance from their cage in going about 
their work, for 011 two or three oc­ 
casions the alert occupants had been 
known to suddenly thrust forth along 
muscular arm and grip the umvary 
seaman in such a savage Avay as to 
elicit a howl of pain 011 Jack’s part. 
I 
could go among them without the 
slightest fear, and several times en­ 
tered their cage for the purpose of 
caring for a sickly little baby apo that 
had been born just after leaving Africa, 
and for Avhich the ocean voyage*subse- 
quently proved too heroic, as it died 
before we reached NeAV York. 


“ One morning the crew Avere all 
aloft on the yards furling sail, for it 
was bloAving hard and the ship had 
been obliged to reduce her spread of 
caiiA?as. 
I had taken the wheel and 
the tAvo mates Avere going from mast to 
mast helping the Avork along by haul­ 
ing upon the gear as it Avas required. 
The apes had been fed a short time be­ 
fore and it must have been that I had 
carelessly fastened the bar that se­ 
cured the cage door, foV Avhile I was 
looking aloft I heard a startled yell 
from my two officers, and the next mo­ 
ment they Avere climbing up the rig­ 
ging like monkeys themselves, Avliilo 
the crowd of monkeys came leaping 
aft in pursuit of them. 


“ Then the funniest scene that I ever 
witnessed Avas presented. 
Six of the 
apes took stations at the foot of the 
shrouds, so that each mast was guarded 
on both sides, and the other four 
mounted the shrouds Avitli all the 
agility of sailors, and sought to reach 
the men. 
The apes followed the men 
as they mounted higher and higher to 
escape; then, Avhen the latter could 
climb 110 higher, they would grasp a 
stay that led to some place of ternpo- 
rary safety and slide doAvn it, some­ 
times going from one spar to another 
in this Avay. 
For nearly an hour this 
impromptu exhibition continued, and 
during all this time the sentries 011 
deck hopped about in excitement, u t­ 
tering guttural yelps, Avhich I have no 
doubt Avere cries of encouragement 
and advice to their friends aloft.

water, Avhile if a passenger by sea is 
rim id he may Avear the belt constantly 
mder his other clothes. 
The wearer 
is not prevented from swimming.

of the eggs in class Aves.” 
Hewitson 
piously concludes that the beauty of 
these elegant and often exquisitely 
attractive objects is intended for the 
delight of human eves, lienee, as he 
•jays, eggs simply Avhite are put out of 
sight in holes! 
He also sees in the 
larger number of eggs laid by game­ 
birds a provision by a benevolent 
Providence for the joy of the sports­ 
man and the delectation of the epicure. 
Next comes a man Avho assures us that 
the colors of eggs are due to the in­ 
fluence of their respective surround­ 
ings 
011 the imagination of the hen 
birds—the old story of Jacob’s little 
trick on Laban in the matter of young 
?attle. 
This school instances as an 
example the red blotches prevalent on 
the eggs of falcons, regarded by it as 
a record of the bloody experiences 
of the parents; but it does not explain 
why the equally rapacious fowls pro­ 
duce pure Avhite eggs, or the blood­ 
thirsty skuas and shrikes lay greenish 
ones.-^Ernest Ingersoll, in Harper’s 
Magazine.

He was instrumental in conduct* 
ing her from the city and putting hei 
on board a vessel that conveyed her to 
England. Were it not for him Eugenie 
might and probably would have shared 
the tragic fate of Marie Antoinette. 


Dr. Evans* fortune, which is esti* 
mated at $35,000,000, 
was 
amassed 
largely in real estate transactions in 
Paris. In this country he owns $5,000,« 
000 worth of real estate. 
Dr. Evans* 
only relatives are two nephews, Col. 
Charles F. Muller, of Utica, N. Y., and 
I. 11. Evans, of New York. 


A LIVING TELEGRAPH LINE. 


T raining 
H om ing 
Pigeons 
to 
Carry 
Messages Long Distances. 


Homing pigeons are pigeons that 
will return to their homes after being 
released from captivity many miles 
away. 
These pigeons have to be 
trained. 
This is done by carrying 
them, in cages usually, a short dis­ 
tance from their homes and then re­ 
leasing them. 
They find food, water 
and every attention when they reach 
their homes, and are very glad to 
return. 
Every trial or lesson 'the 
pigeon is released further and further 
from homo, until it can cover great 
distances. 
The pigeons are 
also 
taught to carry messages. These mes­ 
sages are written on very thin sheets 
of tissue paper about four by ten 
inches, and the bird will carry at one 
time about four of these. These sheets 
of paper are rolled very small and at­ 
tached to a baud of aluminum on the 
bird’s leg. 
Aluminum is the lightest 
metal. 


Homing pigeons during the Franco- 
Prussian war, were very useful in 
carrying messages from Paris during 
the seige-—that is, during the time 
the Prussians had shut up the people 
inside of Paris— getting news to the 
London papers as to the condition of 
the people in the beseiged city. 


The New York Evening Post not 
long ago gave a most interesting ac­ 
count of a service maintained by hom­ 
ing or carrier pigeons. 
There is an 
island, Santa Catalina, 50 miles from 
Los Angelos, on the southern coast of 
California. There is no telegraphic com- 
municatiQii between the coast and the 
‘sland, and these pigeons are used in­ 
stead. 
Hawks are the pigeons*' worst 
enemies. 
For this reason, when a 
bird is sent with a message several 
other birds are sent at the same time 
—the hawks are less given to attacking 
birds when there are several together. 
The second danger is from hunters, 
svho shoot the pigeons when they 
light to rest, taking them to be wild. 


When a message is to be sent from 
the coast to the island, it is written on 
the thin paper and fastened to the 
bird’s leg as described above, 
the bird is released, with the attendant 
birds. 
When he reaches Los Ange­ 
los, which is 20 miles inland, the bird 
Hies to the cote, which is attached to 
the residence of the man who owns 
this living telegraph line, and flies

More lives were lost in the battle of 
Leipsic than at any other.

place Oct. 36, 18 and 10, 1813, between 
the French and the Austrians, Prus­ 
sians and Russians.

"NOT DEAD BUT SLEEPING.” 


Body

F unctions—H ow to Insure Sleep. 
Sleep ensues when the brain is 
largely denuded of blood, when cere­ 
bral anaemia is established. To partly 
smpty the brain of its blood supply, 
to keep the head cool, the body suiii- 
, oioutly warm, and to send the blood 
rather to the lower extremities—this 
is the physical problem of tho sleep­ 
less. 
It is interesting to note that 
during sleep a great number of the 
bodily functions continue quite nor­ 
mally without interfering with sleep 
itself, and therefore sleep is not so 
like death as some of the poets have 
imagined. 
Man asleep is not so pro­ 
foundly differentfrom man awake ; the 
two chief points of difference, how­ 
ever, being these ; a greater indraw­ 
ing of oxygen and exhalation of car­ 
bonic acid, and a complete vaso-niotor 
rest. 
The bedroom and the state of 
the occupant (assuming tho absence 
of external noise) are the chief factors 
in the problem. 


The sleeping room should be airy 
and cool, uever, for adult persons, 
reaching a higher temperature than (30 
degrees, though young children need 
greater warmth. 
The head should 
never bo under the sheets, but exposed 
and cool. 
The feet should be kept 
warm by a little extra clothing at the 
foot. 
With a heavy slee]jer there 
should be no thick curtains, but with 
a light sleeper curtains aro essential, 
as sunlight plays upon the optic nerve 
and rouses that attention which is the 
one object of the sleeper to keep in 
suspended animation. Tho bed should 
never bo between fireplace and dooi 
as it catches the draughts, and it is 
more dangerous and more easy to con­ 
tract a chill in bed than in the day* 
time, the specially chilly period being 
about 3 a. m,—The »Spectator,

It 
aims to break up the practice cf men 
tailing with full pockets."

The Postoffice Department, of 
course, is the heaviest rent payer, and 
after that comes the Federal judiciary. 
Where the Uniied States owns a post- 
office building, and that is only in a 
few large cities, the courts also oc- 
cupy a part of the structure; but in the 
majority of cases quarters have to be 
rented for the accommodation of post- 
offices and courts. The customs ser- 
vice and the War Department also 
rent quarters, while in the West the 
Land Bureau of the Interior Depart- 
ment is a tenant. At the national 
capital, where it might be supposed 
the Government would have adequate 
quarters for its bureaus, something 
like $200,000 a year is paid for rent. 
The point is often raised in Congress 
that the Government should build in 
Washington structures for the accom- 
modation of its servants, but with 
each a pressure for public buildings 
in the local towns of members of Con- 
gress it has been impossible to get 
appropriations.

OUIt BOOTS AND SHOES. 


PRACTICAL HINTS ABOUT THE WEAR 


AND CARE OF FOOTGEAR. 


I» Economy In Having Two Pairs 


of Shoes-Mow They May He Mad* 
Pliable After Being Soaked by Water 
—lt«unovliiK I>unt from the Leather. 
To be neatly shod, says Dora M. 


Morrell in the New York Ledger, is 
one characteristic of the gentlewoman, 
and this depends more upon the care 
of footgear than upon expense. She 
who buys a cheap shoe or boot and 
gives it the attention it should have 
will find herself better dressed as to 
her feet than is her sister who pays 
treble as much, but takes no care of 
what she has. Often the shoe man 
receives blame which ia not his due, 
because his goods have worn badly. 
Neglect will make the best of leather 
prove unsatisfactory. 


Every woman should have three 


pairs, at least, of foot coverings. There 
should be the old pair, to serve under 
rubbers or overshoes in rainy weather; 
the trim pair, for street wear on pleas- 
ant days and a pair for housewear. 
To these others may be advantageously 
added, but are not absolutely neces- 
sary, except to the woman who goes 
to many parties. 


In buying boots or shoes examine 


the seams for breaks. 
The seamed 


back with stay and the worked button- 
holes add strength enough to the boot 
to make it worth while to pay the dif- 
ference in price. 
All shoe stores in 


large cities have sales twice a year, 
and then is the time to buy the^year's 
supply, for these goods are in no sense 
damaged. Indeed, they wear rather 
better as the leather has become 
thoroughly seasoned, and they sell at 
much less than the original price. The 
difference in the styles and those 
which come in is so slight that it is no 
disadvantage to the ordinary buyer, 
though it is to a dealer. 


It is an economy to have two pairs 


of shoes for business and wear them 
in alternation. 
By doing this the 


boot keeps fresh and bears no odor of 
oerspiration, which does not have a 
chance to rot the leather. The per- 
spiration of the feet is one of the most 
destructive agencies with which boots 
contend. 


When one removes the boots he or 


she should wipe them, free from dust, 
being very careful about the seams 
and the joining of sole to upper. A 
soft rag, dipped in oil or vaseline, will 
3leau the leather well and also make 
it soft. 
Oil is very beneficial to kid 


and leather and should be applied to 
black shoes every month. 
A shoe 


should have a thorough rubbing with 
ail before it is worn at all. A shoe 
thus protected will wear much longer 
than onfe*hot given an oil bath. 


If buttons are off a boot, it will lose 


its shape and wear unevenly on the 
sole and heels. Buttons off a boot is 
the sign of a slattern. It is not a wise 
plan to set buttons from the place 
where they were first, as the fit of the 
boot depends upon the position of the 
buttons. 
A wider last should be 


shosen, and the choice will give a 
orettier foot and better-wearing shoe. 


When one has been caught in a 


shower and a pair of shoes soaked 
through and through remain to be 
treated, the stiff, damaged leather may 
be made pliable by soaking in kero- 
sene, in milk, or by stuffing the boots 
with oats. The first will improve the 
leather iu texture and appearance, the 
second will soften, but not improve 
the color. "Ladies' dressing," as a 
rule, does shoes no good, except in 
shine and color, and often cracking of 
the leather. Vaseline or oil, applied 
with a woolen rag, will keep the 
leather black and .soft, and improve 
its wearing qualities. 


When a new boot hurts the foot rub 


the part affected with vaseline in gen- 
srous quaatity, putting it on the 
stocking. 
It will not leave a greasy 


place, but will be absorbed by the 
leather just where the foot needs the 
softness. This is the best way pos- 
sible to make a stiff, hard shoe easy to 
the foot. 


When shoes are removed, after be 


ing dusted, buttons sewed on that are 
missing, or fresh ties put in, they 
should be stood up neatly, with but- 
tons fastened to hold them in shape, 
and put in a current of fresh air. 
Shoes flung in a corner will soon lose 
their form. Those which are worn 
only occasionally should be stuffed 
with paper until they ore in trim, and 
then stood away in pairs. 


Vaseline must not be used on any 


boot but black, as it -will change the 
color in spots. If a shoe is soaked in 
kerosene or other oil, it will deepen 
its color, but evenly throughout Ooze 
kid must not be treated with oily sub- 
stances, but it is possible to.clean the 
delicate and white shades with a ben- 
zine bath. To "do this use the benzine 
(or gasoline, which is equally good 
and cheaper) freely, and out of doors, 


one 
bath for washing them 


and another for rinsing. 
They will 


look like new. 
Unless the fluid is 


used liberally the articles will be in 
streaks, 
It will require half a gallon 


for a pair, but that amount will an- 
swer for two pairs. 


Care of one's shoes is an economy 


which pays in money, and much ;uort 
in satisfaction, and will save the sellei 
from the charge of selling poor goods, 
for which be gets blamed very often.

Thomas Ewing Moore, United States 


consul at Woimar, Germany, has sent 
to the state department u practically 
complete report of Professor vou Ley- 
den's recent address upon the treat- 
ment of consumption. 
At the inter- 


national medical congress held at 
Moscow during the past summer Dr. 
von Leydeu read a paper on "The 
Present Treatment of Consumptives 
and State Care of Them." 
A con- 


sumptive, Dr. von Leydeu holds, does 
not necessarily transmit the disease 
to his or her children, almost all cases 
of inherited consumption being caused 
by direct contact of the children and 
parents. 


However, in spite of the facility 


with which the bacillus tuberculosis 
can be transferred, an exaggerated fear 
of the bacillus itself is not the most 
effective guard against the disease. 
A hardening of the constitution in 
youth and a regard for the utmost 
cleanliness are vastly more important. 
Cleanliness is the best disinfection. 
Not only prevention, but cure, best 
follows these principles. 


To strengthening and hardening the 


constitution and to the hygienic die- 
tetic treatment Professor vou Leydeu 
gives the preference above all other 
methods. Of the numerous medicinal 
and serum treatments he spoke most 
reservedly. It may not be impossible 
he says, that some day Koch, Behring, 
Bnchuer and others may give to suf- 
fering humanity an effective serum, or 
something similar, but for the present 
that method must be adhered to which 
is acknowledged to be the best one, 
viz., the hygienic-dietetic as it is fol- 
lowed in the many sanitariums, such 
as Goerbersdorf, Falkenstein, Da^os, 
Kieboldsgrum, Arosa and elseAvhere. 
One-third of the patients have been 
cured by this treatment and one-third 
of them 
have 
greatly 
improved. 


Every consumptive must, in the first 
stages of the disease, be considered as 
curable. Professor von Leydeu men- 
tions the following chief features of 
the hygienic-dietetic treatment: 1. 
Election of a favorable climate. 
'2. 


Good air, free from dust. 3. Kutri- 
tiousfood. 
4. Exercise. 5. Method- 


ical following out of the cure in closed 
establishments. 6.' Medicines, which, 
although they may be of secondary 
importance, benefit the cure. 


Of all climates, mountainous oues 


are deemed the most desirable, but. if 
possible the treatment should be fol- 
lowed in the same region in which the 
patient will lia\ e to live and work. 
Therefore sanitariums for consump- 
tive patients should be established 
within reach of all centres of popula- 
tion. The treatment in an establish- 
ment is not, it is true, absolutely 
necessary; the same success may be 
met with without resorting to one, but 
the former course is certainly desir- 
able, because the results are much 
more quickly apparent. 


AVhen it comes to the care and treat- 


ment of large numbers of people, of 
bestowing on thousands of the poorer 
classes the benefit of the hygienic- 
dietetic treatment, Professor von Ley- 
den is of the opinion that advanta- 
geous results ffiay only be expected by 
the establishmwit of separate, special 
sanitariums for the people; there can 
be no doubt of their fitness and raison 
d'etre, therefore it is the plain duty 
of society, of communities, and of the 
state to promote in every way possible 
the number of sanitariums designed 
for poor people. 
Without direct, or 


indirect, help from the state, effective 
action can hardly be taken to relieve 
the large numbers of penniless con- 
sumptives. 
State aid and private 


charity must go hand in hand. 


Professor von Leyden expects ex- 


actly the same good results from the 
establishment of people's sanitariums 
as from the best and most expensive 
ones already in existence. 
Such re- 


sults may only be expected when the 
patients received are in the first stages 
of the disease.—New York Advertiser.

"It is not new, ivt least to us, but 1 


hope they have really accomplished 
nil that the story sets forth," saiil Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson nftei 
feuding an account published in the 
London Daily Mail, of what was de- 
scribed as a discovery of the highest 
importance, made ou the experimental 
farm of the Earl of Winchelseu at 
Sleaford. 


The alleged discovery was that the 


principle of cross-fertilization could 
be applied to cereals, grasses, clovers, 
and all other forms of agricultural 
food plants. 
The most interesting 


statement next to the claim for discov 
ery was that the Messrs. Gartou, 
who conducted the experiments, said 
their discovery would enable England 
to take the lead in supplying the world 
with new varieties, and that it would 
be possiple to grow the varieties of 
wheat in England which now are im- 
ported for special qualities not hither- 
to attainable in English-grown varie 
ties. 


"The principle of cross-fed iliza 


tion," added Secretary Wilson, "is 
not a new discovery. It has been un- 
derstood for years, but not until re- 
cent years have experiments been 
made to get something out of the prin- 
ciple in agriculture. 
I see the Dail.-y 


Mail says the United States has been 
moving iu the direction followed at 
the farm of the Earl of Winclielsea. 
We have. For years the experiments 
have been carried on at the experiment 
stations, chiefly with reference to the 
needs of each station. 


Scientific agriculturists know well 


that it is as practicable to improve the 
qualities of wheat and grasses as it is 
to improve horses and sheep. 
I do 


uot think it has been claimed by any 
jf our experimenters that they have 
succeeded in getting new varieties of 
ivheat that will displace other varie- 
ties. More attention has beenghen, 
I believe, to securing better cereals 
by selection of heads of wheat and 
other grains, as they develop in fields, 
Dr varieties found to be suited to cer- 
tain soils and climates. 


"It was some years ago that in my 


own state of Iowa experiments iu 
2ross-fertilization brought us a new 
rose. 
We had the old-fashioned wild 


rose with half a dozen petals, but 
with abundance of fragrance and foli- 
age. 
By crossing this wild rose with 


a Japan rose, we got a flower of some 
one hundred petals, a fine, fragrant 
thing, with the hardy quality of the 
wild rose, its rich foliage, and a great 
increase in the number of its petals. 


"To jump at the conclusion that the 


experiments at Earl Winchelsea's farm 
are conclusive and the beginning of a 
commercial success seems to me un- 
safe. 
It takes some time to reach 


conclusions in such inatteis. 
There 


are circumstances to be accounted for: 
the seeds may bring plants that show 
reversion. But there is no doubt that 
if new seeds are needed, and experi- 
ments are directed to their production, 
they may be obtained. 


E. W. Allen of the experiment sta- 


tion service said the greatest improve- 
ment in seeds in this country was ob- 
tained by selection from the best fields 
growers favoring those specimens 
that promised the heaviest yield pei 
acre with the retention of other desir- 
able qualities in the wheat. 
Experi- 


ments had been conducted at some ol 
the stations with reference to improv- 
ing the value of corn as a food. 
U 


was desirable to impart a greater pro- 
portion of nitrogen to corn. 
The ex 


peritnents had been carried onwiththt 
expectation of discovering how to get 
the nitrogen into the soil and then 
into the corn itself. 
.Some success 


had attended the experiments. 


"Other 
experiments," said Mr. 


Allen, "involving a recognition of the 
principle of cross-fertilization have ! 
been made to reduce the proportion of j 


j cob to corn. The seed growers art ' 
never weary of persisting in these ex- 
periments. The man who succeeds in 
finding a way of producing corn that 
will have the least possible cob will i 
discover a Klondike in agriculture. A \ 
good deal of attention has been de- 
voted to experimentation to ascertain 
the wheat best suited to smut resist- 
ance. Smut is one of the troubles o! 
the farmer. 
If science can add a 


rhemical or other quality to wheat that 
will make it reasonably immune from 
smut without losing any good quali- 
ties already possessed, it will have met 
* long-felt want.—Xew York Times.

OUR BOOTS AND SHOES. 


PRACTICAL HINTS ABOUT THE WEAR 
AND CARE OF FOOTGEAR. 


& T horo Is E conom y In H av in g Tw o P air* 
of Shoos—H ow T h ey M ay 
Ho

1’llahlo A fter U elng Soaked by "Water 
—R em oving D u st from th e L eath er, 
'To bo neatly shod, says Dora M. 
Morroll in the New York Ledger, is 
one characteristic of the gentlewoman, 
and this depends more upon the care 
of footgear than upon expense* 
She 
who buys a cheap shoo or boot and 
gives it the attention it should have 
will find herself better dressed as to 
her feet than is her sister who pays 
treble as much, but takes no care of 
what she has. 
Often the shoe man 
receives blame which is not his due, 
because his goods have worn badly. 
Neglect will make the best of leather 
prove unsatisfactory. 


Every woman should have three 
pairs, at least, of foot coverings. Thero 
should be the old pair, to serve under 
rubbers or overshoes in rainy weather; 
the trim pair, for street wear on pleas­ 
ant days and a pair for housewear. 
To these others may be advantageously 
added, but are not absolutely necos- 
u sary, except to the woman who goes 
to many parties. 


In buying boots or shoes examine 
the seams for breaks. 
The seamed 
back with stay and the worked button­ 
holes add strength enough to the boot 
to make it worth while to pay the dif­ 
ference in price. 
All shoe stores in 
large cities have sales twice a year, 
and then is the time to buy tho^year’s 
supply, for these goods are in no sense 
damaged. 
Indeed, they wear rather 
better as the leather 
has become 
thoroughly seasoned, and they sell at 
much less than the original price. The 
difference in the styles 
and those 
which come in is so slight that it is no 
disadvantage to the ordinary buyer, 
though it is to a dealer. 


It is an economy to have two pairs 
of shoes for business and wear them 
in alternation. 
By doing this the 
boot keeps fresh and bears 110 odor of 
oerspiration, which does not have a 
chance to rot the leather. 
The per­ 
spiration of the feet is one of the most 
destructive agencies with which boots 
contend. 


When one removes the boots he or 
she should wipe them free from dust, 
being very careful about the seams 
und the joining of sole to upper. 
A 
soft rag, dipped in oil or vaseline, will 
'¿lean the leather well and also make 
it soft. 
Oil is very beneficial to kid 
and leather and should be applied to 
black shoes every month. 
A shoe 
should have a thorough rubbing with 
oil before it is worn at all. 
A shoe 
thus protected will wear much longer 
than onCLnot given an oil bath. 


If buttons are off a boot, it will lose 
its shape and wear unevenly on the 
sole and heels. 
Buttons off a boot is 
the sign of a slattern. 
I t is not a wise 
plan to set buttons from the place 
where they were first, as the fit of the 
boot depends upon the position of the 
buttons. 
A wider last should be 
chosen, and the choice will give a 
orettier foot and better-wearing shoe. 


When one has been caught in a 
3hower and a pair of shoes soaked 
through and through remain to be 
treated, the stiff, damaged leather may 
be made pliable by soaking in kero­ 
sene, in milk, or by stuffing the boots 
with oats. 
The first will improve the 
leather in texture and appearance, the 
second will soften, but not improve 
the color. 
“ Ladies’ dressing,*' as a 
vule, does shoes no good, except in 
shine and color, and often cracking of 
the leather. 
Vaseline or oil, applied 
with a woolen rag, will keep the 
leather biack and .soft, and improve 
its wearing qualities. 


When a new boot hurts the foot rub 
the part affected with vaseline in gen­ 
erous quantity, 
putting it on the 
stocking. 
It will not leave a greasy 
place, but will be absorbed by the 
leather just where the foot needs the 
softness. 
This is the best way pos­ 
sible, to make a stiff, hard shoo easy to 
the foot. 
’ 


When shoes are removed, after bo 
ing dusted, buttons sewed on that are 
missing, or fresh ties put in, they 
should be stood up neatly, with but­ 
tons fastened to hold them in shape, 
and put in a current of fresh air. 
Shoes flung in a corner will soon lose 
their form. 
Those which are worn 
only occasionally should be stuffed 
with paper until they are in trim, and 
then stood away in pairs. 


Vaseline must not be used on any 
boot but black, as it will change the 
color in spots. 
If a shoe is soaked in 
kerosene or other oil, it will deepen 
its color, but evenly throughout. Ooze 
kid must not be treated with oily sub­ 
stances, but it is possible to.clean the 
delicate and white shades with a ben* 
zine bath. 
To do this use the benzine 
(or gasoline, which is equally good 
and cheaper) freely, and out of doors. 
tffcUse one 
bath 
for 
washing them 
and another for rinsing. 
They will 
look like new. 
Unless the fluid is 
used liberally the articles will be in 
streaks, 
I t will require half a gallon 
for a pair, but that amount will an­ 
swer lor two pairs. 


Oare of one’s shoes is an economy 
-which pays in money, and much more 
in satisfaction, and will save the sellei 
from the charge of selling poor goods, 
for which lie gets blamed very often. 


TREATMENT OF CONSUMPTION. 


A Consul** K eport on th e Itcsn lts of 1'ro* 
fesso rv o n Leyden's In vestigations, 


Thomas Ewing Moore,United States 
cousulat Woimar, Germany, has sent 
to the state department a practically 
complete report of Professor von Ley­ 
den’s recent address upon the treat­ 
ment of consumption. 
At the inter­ 
national medical congress held at 
Moscow during the past summer Dr. 
von Leyden read a paper 
011 “ The 
Present Treatment of Consumptives 
and State Care of Them.” 
A con­ 
sumptive, Dr. von Leyden holds, does 
not necessarily transmit the disease 
to his or her children, almost all cases 
of inherited consumption being caused 
by direct contact of the children and 
parents. 


However, in spite of the facility 
with which the bacillus tuberculosis 
can be transferred,an exaggerated fear 
of the bacillus itself is not the most 
effective guard against the disease. 
A hardening of the constitution in 
youth and a regard for the utmost 
cleanliness are vastly more important. 
Cleanliness is the best disinfection. 
Not only prevention, but cure, best 
follows these principles. 


To strengthening and hardening the 
constitution and to the hygienic die­ 
tetic treatment Professor von Leyden 
gives the preference above all other 
methods. 
Of the numerous medicinal 
and serum treatments he spoke most 
reservedly. 
It may not be impossible 
he says, that some day Koch, Behring, 
Buchner and others may give to suf­ 
fering humanity an effective serum, or 
something similar, but for the present 
that method must be adhered to which 
is acknowledged to be the best one, 
viz., the hygienic-dietetic as it is fol­ 
lowed in the many sanitariums, such 
as Goerbersdorf, Falkenstein, Davos, 
Uieboldsgrum, Arosa and elsewhere. 
One-third of the patients have been 
cured by this treatment and one-third 
of them 
have 
greatly 
improved. 
Every consumptive must, in the first 
stages of the disease, be considered as 
curable. 
Profes&or von Leyden men­ 
tions the following chief features of 
the hygienic-dietetic 
treatment: 
1. 
Election of a favorable climate. 
2. 
Good air, free from dust. 
¡5. Nutri­ 
tious food. 
4. Exercise. 
5. Method­ 
ical following out of the cure inclosed 
establishments. 6.* Medicines, which, 
although they may be of secondary 
importance, benefit the cure. 


Of all climates, mountainous ones 
are deemed the most desirable, but, if 
possible the treatment should be fol­ 
lowed in the same region in which the 
patient will have to live and work. 
Therefore sanitariums for consump­ 
tive patients should be established 
within reach of all centres of popula­ 
tion. 
The treatment in an establish­ 
ment is not, it is true, absolutely 
necessary; the same success may be 
met with without resorting to one,but 
the former course is certainly desir­ 
able, because the results are much 
more quickly apparent. 


When it comes to the care and treat­ 
ment of large numbers of people, of 
bestowing on thousands of the poorer 
classes the benefit of the hygienic- 
dietetic treatment, Professor von Ley­ 
den is of the opinion that advanta­ 
geous results ihily only be expected by 
the estatyishm^it of separate, special 
sanitariums for the people; there can 
be 110 doubt of their fitness and raison 
d’etre, therefore it is the plain duty 
of society, of communities, and of the 
state to promote in every way possible 
the number of sanitariums designed 
for poor people. 
Without direct, or 
indirect, help from the state, effective 
action can hardly be taken to relieve 
the large numbers of penniless con­ 
sumptives. 
State aid and private 
charity must go hand in hand. 


Professor von Leyden expects ex­ 
actly the same good results from the 
establishment of people’s sanitariums 
as from the best and most expensive 
ones already in existence. 
Such re­ 
sults may only be expected when the 
patients received are in the first stages 
of the disease.—New York Advertiser.

TO MAKE GOOD SEE1)S. 


SECRETARY WILSON DISCUSSES THE 
CROSS FERTILIZATION. 


lie port T h a t a AVay H as Been F o u n d to 


(»row in K ngland V arieties of AY heat 
T h a t Ho Not T h riv e T h ere Now — Kxper- 
im en ts in tlie U niled States» 


“ It is not new, at least to us, but 1 
hope they have really accomplished 
all that the story sets forth,” said Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture 
Wilson after 
reading an account published in the 
London Daily Mail, of what was de­ 
scribed as a discovery of the highest 
importance, made 011 the experimental 
farm of the Earl of Winchelsea at 
Sleaford. 


The alleged discovery was that the 
principle of cross-fertilization could 
be applied to cereals, grasses, clovers, 
and all other forms of agricultural 
food plants. 
The most interesting 
statement next to the claim for discov­ 
ery was that 
the Messrs. Garton, 
who conducted the experiments, said 
their discovery would enable England 
to take the lead in supplying the world 
with new varieties, and that it would 
be possiple to grow the varieties ol 
wheat in England which now are im­ 
ported for special qualities not hither­ 
to attainable in English-grown varie­ 
ties. 


“ The principle of cross-fertiliza­ 
tion,” added Secretary Wilson, “ is 
not a new discovery. 
It has been un­ 
derstood for years, but not until re­ 
cent years have experiments been 
made to get something out of the prin­ 
ciple in agriculture. 
I see the Daily 
Mail says the United States has been 
moving in the direction followed at 
the farm of the Earl of Winchelsea. 
We have. 
For years the experiments 
have been carried on at the experiment 
stations, chiefly with reference to the 
needs of each station. 


Scientific agriculturists know well 
that it is as practicable to improve the 
qualities of wheat and grasses as it is 
to improve horses and sheep. 
I do 
uot think it has been claimed by any 
}f our experimenters that they have 
succeeded in getting new varieties of 
wheat that will displace other varie­ 
ties. 
More attention has been given, 


[ believe, to securing better cereals 
by selection of heads of wheat and 
other grains, as they develop in fields, 
Dr varieties found to be suited to cer­ 
tain soils and climates. 


“ It was some years ago that in my 
own state of Iowa experiments in 
cross-fertilization brought us a new 
rose. 
We had the old-fashioned wild 
rose with half a dozen petals, but 
with abundance of fragrance and foli­ 
age. 
By crossing this wild rose with 
a Japan rose, we got a flower of some 
one hundred petals, a fine, fragrant 
thing, with the hardy quality of the 
wild rose, its rich foliage, and a great 
increase in the number of its petals. 


“ To jump at the conclusion that the 
experiments at Earl Winchelsea’s farm 
are conclusive and the beginning of a 
commercial success seems to me un­ 
safe. 
It takes some time to reach 
conclusions in such matters. 
Thero 
are circumstances to be accounted for; 
the seeds may bring plants that show 
reversion. 
But there is 110 doubt that 
if new seeds are needed, and experi­ 
ments are directed to their production, 
they may be obtained. 


E. W. Allen of the experiment sta­ 
tion service said the greatest improve­ 
ment in seeds in this country was ob­ 
tained by selection from the best fields 
growers 
favoring 
those 
specimens 
that promised the heaviest yield per 
acre with the retention of other desir­ 
able qualities in the wheat. 
Experi­ 
ments had been conducted at some oi 
the stations with reference to improv­ 
ing the value of corn as a food. 
It 
was desirable to impart a greater pro­ 
portion of nitrogen to corn. 
The ex 
periments had been carried 011 with the 
expectation of discovering how to get 
the nitrogen into the soil and then 
into the corn itself. 
Some success 
had attended the experiments. 


“ Other 
experiments, ” 
said 
Mr. 
Allen, “ involving a recognition of the 
principle of cross-fertilization have 
been made to reduce the proportion of 
cob to corn. 
The seed growers are 
never weary of persisting in these ex­ 
periments. 
The man who succeeds in 
finding a way of producing corn that 
will have the least possible cob will 
discover a Klondike in agriculture, A 
good deal of attention has been de­ 
voted to experimentation to ascertain 
the wheat best suited to smut resist­ 
ance. 
Smut is one of the troubles oi 
the farmer. 
If science can add a 
chemical or other quality to wheat that 
will make it reasonably immune from 
smut without losing any good quali­ 
ties already possessed, it will have met 
a long-felt want.—New York Times.

A FATHER'S HEINOUS CHIME. 


fltartllnfr Accusation* l»y tho Child 


Wlfo of HIB SIxtoou-Toar-Old Son. 
Lebanon, Pa., Jan. 8.—Jacob H. Fox 


tvas arrested and given a hearing yes- 
terday afternoon, charged with having 
committed a criminal assault upon his 
Oaughter-in-law, Mrs. H. D. Fox. Mrs. 
Fox, whose maiden name was Suavely, 
Is but 16 vears old, and resided with 
the Fox family for some time. She 
testified that about a vear ago Jacob 
H. Fox committed the deed the first 
time, cowing her into subjection with 
a big bread knife, and from that time 
on v«ry frequently compelled her to 
submit to him, each time threatening 
her with death if she ever revealed the 
fact. The young girl was soon to be- 
come a mother, and Fox, in order to 
hide his crime, five months ago In- 
duced his 16-year-old son to marry her, 
BO as to save the father from punish- 
ment. Yesterday the girl, whose baby 
was born several weeks ago, testified 
that since her marriage she was com- 
pelled to submit to the elder Fox, with- 
out her husband's knowledge. Fox was 
committed to jail. Fox Is a man of in- 
telligence and has heretofore borne a 
good reputation.

become known there were 
threats of lynching. 


A Most Brutal Lynching Leads to 


More Brutal Murder. 


Oklahoma City, Jan. 12.—There Is an 


uprising in the Seminole nation, and 
200 armed Indians have killed 25 citi- 
zens of Pottawattomie county, this ter- 
ritory. The Indians are seeking to 
avenge the recent burning of Lincoln 
McGeisey and Palmer Simpson, two In- 
dians of the Seminole tribe, who were 
accused of murdering and outraging 
Mrs. Leard, of Maud Postofflce. A spe- 
cial trainload of armed citizens has 
gone to Earlsboro, ten miles from Maud, 
and excitement is higher than ever be- 
fore known in the territory. 


A telegram received by the train dis- 


patcher of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf railroad from the station agent at 
EarJesboro states that a band of 200 
Seminole Indians is on the warpath, 
and is leaving behind it a trail of blood. 
The brief information conveyed was 
that the Seminoles were avenging the 
work of the mob of white men that 
burned two Seminole Indians at the 
stake on Friday last, and that the in- 
furiated Seminoles had already massa- 
cred 25 men, women and children. 


The station agent gave the additional 


information that the band started from 
a point six miles south of Earlsboro 
with the avowed intention of setting 
fire to Tecumseh and killing all whom 
they met; that the Indians were re- 
ported to have changed their course 
and were at the time of the sending of 
the message headed toward Earlsboro. 
The receipt of this startling informa- 
tion has created intense excitement in 
South 
McAlester. 
Federal 
Judges 


Townsend and Springer, who are in the 
city, are anxiously awaiting further 
news. Scores of people who have rela- 
tives and friends at Earlsboro and 
other points in that section are be- 
sieging the telegraph office for ne^vs, 
but the agent has left the Earlsboro 
station to gather further information, 
or perhaps was slain or driven to seek 
refuge. If the Earlsboro agent cannot 
be reached soon by wire a train will be 
dispatched from McAlester bound for 
the scene of the reported massacre. 


A special from Shawnee, O. T., says: 


The train from the east last night 
brought to this city a car containing 
every woman and child at Earlsboro. 
The passengers confirm previous re- 
ports, and say that a pitched battle 
between the Indians and the settlers 
took place yesterday afternoon near 
Maud Postoffice, resulting In the wiping 
out of several families. A message 
calling for men and arms has just been 
received from Earlsboro, saying that 
nearly 300 Indians have sworn ven- 
geance on the town and are moving 
toward the place, declaring that they 
v.-ill burn it

Startling: A c c u s a tio n s by tlio C hild

T he young girl was soon to be­ 
come a mother, and Fox, In order to 
hide his crime, five m onths ago in ­ 
duced his 16-year-old son to m a rry her, 
60 as to save the fath er from pun ish ­ 
m ent. Y esterday the girl, whose baby 
w a s born several weeks ago, testified 
th a t since her m arriage she w as com ­ 
pelled to subm it to the elder Fox, w ith ­ 
out her h u sb an d ’s knowledge. Fox w as 
com m itted to jail.

avenge the recent burning of Lincoln 
McGelsey and P a lm e r Simpson, two I n ­ 
dians of the Seminole tribe, w ho were 
accused of m urdering and o u trag in g 
Mrs. Leard, of M aud Postoffice. A spe­ 
cial trainload of arm ed 
citizens h a s 
gone to Earlsboro, ten miles from Maud, 
a n d excitem ent is higher th a n ever be­ 
fore know n in the territory. 


A telegram received by the tra in dis­ 
p a tch er of the Choctaw, O klahom a and 
Gulf railroad from the station ag e n t a t 
Earlesboro states th a t a band of 200 
Seminole Indians is on the 
w arp ath , 
an d Is leaving behind it a trail of blood. 
The brief inform ation conveyed w as 
th a t the Seminóles were avenging the 
w ork of the mob of w hite m en th a t 
burned tw o Seminole Indians 
a t the 
stake on F rid a y last, and th a t the in­ 
fu riated Seminóles had already m a ssa ­ 
cred 25 men, women and children. 


The station agent gave the additional 
inform ation th a t the band started from 
a point six miles south of Earlsboro 
w ith the avowed intention of setting 
fire to Tecum seh and killing all whom 
th ey m et; th a t the In d ian s were re­ 
ported to have changed their course 
an d were a t the tim e of the sending of 
th e m essage headed to w ard Earlsboro.

b u t the agent has left the Earlsboro 
station to g a th e r fu rth e r inform ation, 
or perhaps w as slain or driven to seek 
refuge.

The plague continues to spread in 


India, in spite of all sanitary efforts 
for its extirpation. Its progress 
slow in comparison with most epi- 
demics, but it is the hardest of them 
all to uproot entirely. 
It is several 


years since the present malady started 
on its course from China, and the his- 
tory of previous visitations justifies 
the conjecture that it may have a long 
road to travel. 
Russia's plague of 


1878 hovered about the countries of 
Western Asia for a decade before it 
advanced northward. 
In 1867 it ap- 


peared at Bagdad; in 1870-'71 Kur- 
distan was invaded; and in 1873 Bag- 
dad suffered anew. In 1877 it appeared 
at Eecht, an important city of North- 
am Persia, near the port of Enseli, 
from whence it was carried northward 
in Caspian ships and planted in the 
populous but malarious and unwhole- 
some deltas of the Volga. Russia did 
not get rid of it for a number of years, 
and stray cases of it appeared in other 
European countries, to which it has 
keen a periodical visitor since their 
history began. It may come again, 
but it is not now armed with its old 
terrors. 


Disgraceful scenes have been wit- 


nessed more than once in American 
legislative chambers, recalls the New 
York Times. Our statesmen have oc- 
casionally resorted to the argument 
of fists vigorously swung, and in just 
t few instances the course of debate 
bas been interrupted by the violent 
insertion into it of knives and revol- 
vers. 
These lamentable facts are not 


to be denied, but the humiliation they 
have caused in sensitive minds is 
much mitigated by the thought that 
never, even amid the agonies of "re- 
construction," did the most uncouth 
of our lawmakers display for more 
than a few minutes the reckless black- 
guardism by which for weeks past the 
members of the Austrian Reichsrath 
have shaken the foundations of the 
empire and classed themselves with 
savages. Democracy has its scandals, 
but monarchical institutions,apparent- 
ly, do not develop in all who live un- 
der them unvarying reliance on cour- 
teous and legal methods as the only al- 
ternatives to out-and-out rebellion. 
However, we should remember that the 
government of the United States is an 
ancient one, compared with those of 
Austro-Hangary, 
Germany, Spain, 


Italy, France, and most of the minor 
Continental nations. In due time, no 
doubt, the residents of Europe will 
attain to our present high average of 
self-control. 
It would not be fair to 


expect as much from people to whom 
constitutional rule is still only an ex- 
periment as from those whose ances- 
tors have been free for many a 
generation, and who have learned 
from 
Jong 
experience 
when 
to 


fight and when to make parliamentary 
motions.

A GREEN GREENLAND. 


Striking Kvitl«*iic«*H of u Koriimr Luxuri- 


ant Tropical Urowtli. 


Two eminent scientists connected 


with the Smithsonian institution here 
at Washington, who accompanied the 
Peary expedition to the Polar regions, 
but who were bent on business of their 
own, have just returned from the 
Avilds of West Greenland, bringing 
with them very valuable specimens for 
the National Museum. In a region of 
everlasting ice and snow Professor 
David White and Professor Schuchert 
have been exploring luxuriant tropical 
forests, beautiful specimens of which 
make up the chief part of their collec- 
tion. Fossils of the tulip tree, the 
poplar, the magnolia, the willow, the 
eucalyptus, the palm, and the curious 
tropical dwarf called "cycad" —all 
these and many more are among the 
remains of an ancient age—when 
Greenland was in truth "a green 
land," that have now been discovered 
by these scientists and their party. 


Greenland was once upon a time a 


tropical country, That is proved ab- 
solutely by the remains of an exten- 
sive tropical 
flora. 
Where now a 


.sheet of solid ice over a mile thick cov- 
ers mountain and valley, aud mighty 
frozen rivers called glaciersmaketheir 
way 1o the sea, and hatch icebergs, 
there was in earlier days, a verdure- 
^lad wilderness of luxuriant vegeta- 
tion. But all this disappeared from 
the face of the earth several millions 
of years ago, and only their fossil re- 
mains are found buried in the strata 
of the rocks. 


The finding of the oldest hardwood 


plant in the world was perhaps the 
most interesting discovery of the ex- 
pedition. It was a species of poplar, and 
the tree grew during the epoch already 
described—that is to say, in all probabil- 
ity, not less than 5.000,00o years ago. 
Apparently at that time the climate of 
Greenland was much like that of our 
Gulf states today. All the evidences 
seem to point to the conclusion that 
climates all over the world in that an- 
cient period were pretty much the 
! 


same. The same plants grew contem- 
poraneously in Greenland and in Cal- 
ifornia, in Spitzbergen aud in Virginia. 
There was a uniformity of vegetation 
in all parts of the earth. Nobody can 
say just why this was, though several 
theories have been advanced to ac- 
count" for it. 
One theory is that the 


atmosphere in those days was heavily 
charged with watery vapor, so that 
warmth 
was 
readily 
distributed 


through it, and the sun's rays did not 
have a chance to strike the earth di- 
rectly, making differences in climate 
by the degree of their slant. In the 
course of time the atmosphere thinned 
gradually, and then came climatic va- 
riations marking a series of zones 
around the earth.—Washington Path- 
finder.

FOLLOWED IN THE KLONDIKE. 


A Returned Miner Declare* That Men'* 


Greed for Cold Leadi Them to Become 
Kuaplcloua of Eac-h Other and SeliUli tu 
the Verge of Cruelty-A Brutal Cane. 
"Nobody who has spent the winter 


in the Klondike will ever want to try 
it again," said Thomas Hariner at the 
Denver (Col.) Mining Bureau. "That 
is, unless he has a certainty of mak- 
ing enough money to partially repay 
him for suffering hardships such as 
were. never endured in any mining 
camp on earth before." 


Mr. Harmer went into Alaska two 


years ago and says that he left there 
last August never to return. 
"I 


would not go back there and remain 
five years for $250,000," he con- 
tinued. 
"When I speak of suffering 


I do not mean actual bodily pain or 
sickness, because I think if a man 
goes there prepared as he should and 
abstains from excesses he can keep in 
reasonable good health, but to live 
durijg the winter season in those 
close cabins and see the horrible sel- 
fishness and cruelty of human beings 
towards each other, the result of the 
rush for gold, which many .of them, 
even, after they have secured it, do 
not hesitate to throw away, is enough 
to make one lose all faith" iu the It- 
ness of men to live on the earth. 
When I was coming out I saw men re- 
fuse a nail or the use of an axe. or 
even the use of a tiu cup to men who 
were in need of these trifles.

man there seems to be afraid of his 
fellows—afraid that they will steal 
something or hare better success in 
finding gold. 
I spent last winter 


from September to April with eight 
other men, we having gone together 
to save labor in keeping warm. 


"Each of us had a claim or a part 


of a claim, and went out every day 
that the Aveather was not too cold to 
work our claims. In melting the 
frozen gravel we nearly always found 
one or more nuggets in the dirt, but 
during the entire eight months that 
we worked together I do not remem- 
ber of a single occasion when one of 
us acknowledged that he had found 
any gold. 
Each of us had a buckskin 


bag, which was carried on the person, 
and the ingenuity of all was taxed to 
the utmost to devise some scheme 
whereby the bag could be concealed 
from the rest. There was no stealing 
in the camp. A man caught stealing 
would have had a rough time of it, 
but every man seemed to think that 
every other man wanted to steal from 
him, and I do not think that a single 
one of us Jknew where any other man 
cajiied hi% _gol<L I remember one 
night lying awake and seeing five men 
of our company at different times put- 
ting away nuggets found during the 
day, and in every case after putting 
them in the little buckskin bag they 
would thrust the bag under the blan- 
kets, and I could see from the fum- 
bling that they were concealing it 
about their persons. We always had 
a man sitting up to keep the fires, and 
the men were afraid that he might see 
where they put their gold. There was 
no absolute cruelty, but the total in- 
difference to the welfare of others that 
characterized everybody was simply 
horrible. I was in the cabin one day 
reading with two men, one of whom 
was sick, the rest being at work. The 
sick man had a terrible cold and fever 
and asked one of us'to hand him a 
drink. 


"The other man went over to the 


bucket in which we kept our melted 
«now, and with the remark, 'There is 
oo more than I want myself,'drank 
it all. This, of course," was excep- 
tionally brutal, but there, were many 
instances almost as bad. • Every man 
is for himself, and many of them are 
so constantly thinking of their gold 
that they become insane, or partial ly 
«o. I came out with one man who was 
90 excited over about $10,000 worth 
of gold that by the time we got to San 
Francisco he was almost an idiot, and 
it was with difficulty that we could 
induce him to deposit his gold in a 
bank and go to a hotel. There is plen- 
ty of gold there, and I think more 
fields will.be found, but all a man is 
likely to get will not pay him for the 
horrible experiences he*is called upon 
to endure. I was not particularly 
lucky, though I brought out enough 
to pay me fairly well for my two years 
in Alaska, but if I was assured of 
$50,000 a year I would not go back 
there."

One of the comparatively few thiuga 


that (he haud of improvement has not 
touched is the cowbell, which is made 
liow just as it was fifty, a hundred anil 
more years ago, and has now just the 
same peculiar clanking sound as ever. 
Cowbells are made some of copper, 
and some of a composition metal; but 
most of them are made of iron and fin- 
ished with a coating of bronze. 
The 


cowbell is not cast; it is cut from 
sheet of metal which is folded into 
shape and riveted. The metal loop at 
the top, through which the strap is 
passed, is riveted into the bell. Cow- 
bells are made of ten sizes, whose 
sounds range through an octave. Some- 
times musical entertainers who play 
upon bells of one sort and another 
come to the" manufacturer, and by se- 
lection among bells of the various 
sizes find eight bells that are accurate 
in scale. 


There are only four factories in the 


United States in which cowbells are 
made, and in each case tbe cowbell is 
only an item of production among 
many other things. 
Cowbells are sold 


all over the country just the same as 
ever, but much the greater number 
are sold in the South, the Southwest 
and the West, where farms are larger, 
less likely to be under fence, and cattle 
are more likely to stray. 
There are 


sold in those parts of 'the country a 
hundred dozen cowbells to every ten 
dozen sold ia the East.

cowbells are exported to the various 
countries of South America and to Aus- 
tralia.— New York Sun.

"Drinking'' Oysters. 


One of the biggest oyster dealers at 


Fulton market, New York, said that 
'•hree weeks ago in one week 1,000,000 
oysters passed through his scow. 


"The season this year," he said, 


"has been very good, and the oysters 
«ve are getting are superior to any we 
have had for years. 
Most of the oys- 


ters handled in this market are what 
we call 'sounds.' These are grown in 
Princes bay from seed taken from the 
East river and Staten Island sound. 
They take about three years to mature, 
and are the best for general all around 
ase. Many of these are used in the 
Western trade. 


"We wholesalers distinguish the va- 


rieties of oysters by the shape and col- 
or of the shells. 
When oysters are 


brought to market here first we put 
bhern through an operation known as 
'drinking.' They are taken down to 
Port Richmond, Staten Island, and 
shovelled off the sloops into floats 
at high water. They remain in these 
floats for six hours, and during that 
time absorb or 'drink' enough water 
to give them the correct taste. The 
water in the floats is much fresher 
thanjhat from which they are taken 
in the first place. 
The water of New 


Fork bay is just salty enough to flavor 
aysters just right. After the oysters' 
have gone through the floats it would 
be difficult for the most expert con- 
noisseur to distinguish variety by the 
taste, and he could only tell the name 
of the oyster by seeing the shell."

'ated everywhere throughout France 
that he had inserted in one of the sil- 
ver pieces before it left the mint a 
banknote or order for 1,000,000 of 
these same five francs—i. e., for $1 - 
000,000. Whether he really did this or 
not I cannot say for certain, but the 
weight of evidence would seem to 
show that it was done. In the manu- 
script memoirs of the Due de Feltie, 
Napoleon's minister of war. it is ex- 
pressly stated that the Emperor en- 
closed a note on the Bank of France, 
uuly signed by the governors of that 
institution, in a split five-franc piece; 
that the halves were then welded to- 
gether, partially remintcd and thrown 
in a heap of similar coins, which the 
emperor mixed \vith his own hands. 
These coins Napoleon took with him 
in a bag- when he went to Boulogne, 
ind distributed lavishly en route, even 
propping some of them out of his car-

tions are paper barrels and paper bot- 
tles for beer or other beverages. 
For 


a long time the price of many liquid 
commodities sold in bulk has been 
ganged by the price of the barrels in. 
which they are transported. 
The bar- 


rels are constructed for the greater 
part of paper cardboard, which is im- 
pervious to water. 
They are slightly 


shorter in height than the ordinary 
barrel, but will hold as much, as they 
are without the usual bilge of the 
wooden barrel. The paper in the 
walls of the barrel ig three-fourths of 
an inch in thickness, of many plies, 
between which are thick coatings of 
a specially prepared glue. 


About the middle of the barrel is a 


single hoop of steel, three inches wide 
and three-eigths of an inch thick. 
This, therefore, extends from the bar- 
rel to such a distance as to permit of 
the barrel being readily swung about 
on its centre. Pressed over the ends 
of the walls of the barrel are rims of 
pressed steel three-fourths of an inch 
thick and extending downward three 
inches. It is on an indented surface 
in the inner portion of this rim that 
the head of the barrel rests. The heads 
are also made of paper, slightly thick- 
er than that in the walls of the barrel. 
They are held in place by three bolts 
passing through the barrel from end 
to end. Nuts on each eud hold them 
in place and permit of the heads being 
easily removed or placed in short or- 
der.—Toledo Commercial.

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A Pension 'Bureau Order. 


Pension Commissioner Evans has is- 


sued the following order; 


"Hereafter claims for increase ol pen- 


sions will not be consideied within 
twelve months from the last action—al- 
lowance or rejection." 


"The necessity for the new order 


grows largely out of the calls made upon 
the office lor a statement of the status 
of pending cases by members of Con- 
gress. The calls have to be answeieri 
to the exclusion of the other claims 
pending, which have to be taken up in 
their order, 
It is not only fair to those 


cases which have not had any consid- 
eration that they should be taken up 
as promptly as possible. 


The office does not think that any 


injustice or hardship will result to claim 
ants by refusing to reconsider their case 
after it has.once been acted on, for a 
ptriod of twelve months. If a pension 
is allowed) a new disability of such a 
character as to bring about serious re- 
suits is not likely to develop in that pe- 
riod; while if the claim is rejected be- 
cause of lack of disability, the claimant 
in all probability will not become so dis- 
abled within the twelve months as to 
make a postponement of a case a hard- 
ship. 
The order is absolutely necessa • 


ry tor the prompt prosecution of the 
work of the bureau and its enforcement 
will aid materially in bringing this 
about."

The Rev. Wetherby Smiles was rec- 


tor of St. James' and occupied a rose- 
'embowered cottage not far from the 
church. The cottage, with its atten- 
dant garden, was a daiiity, pretty 
spot, which 
looked as though a 


woman's hand had planned and cared 
for it. 
But no woman had anything 


to do with the rectory. The Rev. 
Mr. Smiles' only servant was a dod- 
dering old man; the rector prepared 
his own meals, except when he was 
invited to tea by some old lady who 
pitied his lonely, indigestion-breeding 
existence. 


Not that the Rev. Mr. Smiles was a 


woman hater, but Mr. Smiles was 
very high church indeed. Unfortu- 
nately, St. James' and the parish and 
the people were very poor. 
The good

After that the young rector often 


found it quite necessary for his 


health to work in his garden while the 
blue gown (flitting like a butterfly from 
rose tree to vine and from vine to 
hedgerow) was in evidence in the 
neighboring yard.

ing over musty theological tomes all 
winter a man must get some freshness 
in his

heart.

when the resulting "nick" is so slight 
as hardly to be noticed on inspection. 
It is considered a great breach of com- 
mercial honor for a dealer in bone to 
offer a nicked bundle without making 
known the defect, and all such lota 
are carefully marked "cut" in San 
Francisco. 


Whalebone is often spoken of as the 


jaw, but really this is a misnomer— 
the bone of commerce being really cut 
from the teeth, of which there are 473 
in the jaws of every whale. A fair- 
sized front tooth is 'worth quite $50 
at present prices, and the entire head 
of a big whale represents a good deal 
of monev.

, e&watchmen guard the place night 
and day. 


There is always great danger to

fall, when tbe whaleships make their 
appearance. In order to make sure 
that these sharp-toothed destroyers 
shall be kept out small iron doors, 
grated in small meshes, have been put 
in. When the big doors are opened 
for ventilation—and whalebone must 
be treated to plenty of fresh air— 
these grated screens are shut. As 
rats' teeth, though potent, are not 
quite hard enough to negotiate cold

Postage Stamps. 


The design of the stamp is engraved 


on steel, and. in printing, plates are 
used on which 200 stamps bave been 
engraved. Two men are kept busy al 
work covering these with colored inks, 
*nd passing them to a man and a giri 
•who are equally busy printing them 
with large rolling hand presses. Three 
of these little squads are employed all 
the time. After the small sheets of 
paper containing 200 printed stamps 
have dried enough they are sent into 
another room and gummed. The gum 
made for this purpose is a peculiar 
composition, made of the powder of 
dried potatoes and other vegetables, 
mixed with water. After having been 
again dried—this time on little racks 
fanned by steam power—for about an 
hour, they are very carefully put be- 
tween sheets of pasteboard and press- 
ed in hydraulic presses capable of ap- 
plying a weight of 2,000 tons. The 
next thing is to cut the sheets in two, 
each sheet, of course, when cut, con- 
taining 100 stamps. This is done by a 
gJrl with a large pair of shears, cut- 
ting by band being preferred to that 
by machinery, which would destroy 
too many stamp*. They are then pass- 
ed to another -e^uad of workers, who 
perforate the paper between the 
stamps. Next they are pressed once- 
more and then packed and labeled and 
stowed away, to be sent out to the 
various offices when ordered. If a sin- 
gle stamp is torn or in any way muti- 
lated, the whole sheet of 100 stamps is 
burned. Not less than 50,000 are said 
to be burned every week from this 
cause. The greatest care is taken in 
counting the sheets of stamps, to guard 
against pilfering by the 
employes.—

Jjaeemaklng Machine. 


The problem of making by machin- 


ery lare which cannot possibly be dis- 
tinguished from that made by hand 
seems to bp solved by a machine iu 
vented by a Spaniard and now in use 
In a great Nottingham lace factory. It 
claims to reproduce any pattern thai 
can be made by hand on the cushion, 
and one-third finer than the average 
quantity of lace. The mechanism has 
a speed of 130 motions per 
minute, 


which can be raised to 200, BO that » 
machine 80 inches wide, making 2-lnch 
breadths, would perform the work of 
forty women. The design is pricked 
out on n fnshion ruled iu sanares. and 
lace pins stuck at the corners of the 
squares, where they remain until the 
lace is finished. The real lace is then 
decomposed by the woman who made 
it. She ha.« at her side an assistant 
n-ho takes down the figures as they are 
called out to her. The rows of pins or 
motions are worked down the left side 
of the cushion draught; the number of 
threads is marked from left to right 
along the top. and the maker reads the 
number to her assistant while decom- 
posing, the exact motion of each thread 
being recorded. The paper on which 
the motions are marked is then taken 
to the puncher, who prepares the cards 
accordingly, and the cards being placed 
on the machine reproduce exactly the 
same design. The machine is small, 
entirely automatic and Is only stopped 
to fill the bobbins. The bands of lace 
are not attached to each other, each 
being woven separate. 
The threads 


io not become dirty or discolored and 
the lace comes from the machine readj- 
for the wearer.

Menageries are always in need of 


snakes, and as India nbouiids iu these 
reptiles, perhaps to a greater extent 
than any other country in the world, 
to India go the managers when their 
.stock begins to run low. 
Snake hunt- 


ing in Jndia, unless one understands 
the trade, is u perilous business, t'yr a 
larger percentage of the Indian ser- 
pents are more poisonous than in any 
other part of the globe, and even a 
Hiudoo has tio desire to die of snake 
bite, nor within the crushing folds of 
a constrictor. Besides, however, the 
demands from the menageries, the 
Indian government pays a bounty on 
snakes heads, so there is a double in- 
centive to Indian snake hunters, and 
\\heri there are sufficient orders on 
hand from the menageries u hunt is 
urgauixed. 


Preparations are made by ascertain- 


ing from the natives a promising snake 
district, which is usually a tract of 
jungle with a thick bamboo or grass 
undergrowth. 
Jn such lands snakes 


are found by thousands, and, after a 
promising patch is discovered, a be- 
ginning is made by clearing or bmn- 
ing the undergrowth from a strip en-* 
tirely encircling the snake faun: then 
a broad expanse of perhaps un acre is 
cleared on one side, and there is lo- 
cated the snake trap, a netting extend- 
ed for 1>00 or :300 yards on each side of 
the cleared tract, its wings gradually 
contracting to lead the reptiles into a 
cul de sac. from which there is no es- 
e-ipe. 
Several hundred natives are 


assembled, and on a day when the 
wind is from the right quarter they 
surround the district selected, and, at 
a given signal, set tire to the jungle. 
Alter the h're has fairly started the na- 
tives are called behind the netting, as 
there is no need of their sen ires on 
the other sides, for every snake ten- 
ant of the brush flees in the same di- 
rection toward the fatal netting. 


Behind it stand rows of men, armed 


with clubs and stick", ready to give 
their snakeships a lively reception. 
\s the lire approaches the netting, the 
snakes come in crowds, by hundreds, 
sometimes by thousands. 
At the 


wings the men are concentrated, with 
their clubs, ready to kill those at- 
tempting to escape, and as the main 
body of the reptiles approaches the 
netting the wings are pushed forw ard 
toward each other, the stakes sup- 
porting the netting are clrhen firmly 
into the ground, and the snakes are 
inclosed. But snakes can climb al- 
most as well as monkeys, and so the 
men at the wings are kept busy killing 
those that endeavor to escape o^ er the 
ropes. At the cul de sac the1 netting 
extends above as well a? on the sides, 
and the larger portion of the reptiles 
are finally concentrated Avithinthis in- 
closure. 
There the scene is one of 


lively animation, for the snakes are all 
sizes, some of the venomous reptiles 
of India not being more than six or 
eight inches in length, and, as their 
movements are very qiiick. the bare- 
footed beaters are kept dodging about 
in a manner at once grotesque and 
amusing, their anxiety to escape the 
small serpents that go through net- 
ting like a flash, being even greater 
than their eagerness to kill as many 
snakes as possible, and thus receive a 
larger share of thegovernment bounty. 
No snake is permitted to escape, and 
after all the smaller reptiles which can 
work then- way through the meshes of 
the net have been killed, attention is 
turned to the larger which remain. 


In various parts of the netting there 


are loops -which can be untied and then 
refastened, and, after the slaughter of 
the little snakes has been finished, the 
work of capturing the most promis- 
ing specimens begins. 
The superin- 


tendent points at an anaconda that 
will bring a good price, and, as the 
animal thrusts its head against the 
netting in fruitless efforts to escape, a 
stick with a wire loop at the end is in- 
troduced, the snake is lassooed im- 
mediately back of the head, the -wire 
is tightened, and the future occupant 
of a menagerie cage, hissing and 
writhing, is dragged through and 
seized by a dozen natives at once.

Bundles of bamboo, cut into proper 
lengths, have already been prepared, 
three or four men straighten the snake 
and lay him on a bamboo, sometimes 
placing three or four smaller splints 
around him, and then lashing him se- 
curely down with bamboo withes every 
inch of his length. 
Generally the 


lashing is found to be sufficient, and 
only when the serpent is very large 
and powerful are the extra bamboos 
tied around him for fear he might 
break the stick to which he is fas- 
tened. This operation is not carried 
on without an immense amount oi 
protest from the snake, which hisses 
in the most terrifying manner and 
wriggles wildly in an effort lo escape. 
But hissing and wriggling are all iq 
rain; the Hindoos iash him down, fin- 
ishing the operation by forcing his up- 
per jaw upon the lower, and tying the 
two together to the stick in such a way 
that he cannot even hiss.

the best specimens have been selectee! 
and tied, the remainder are killed, be- 
headed, and the heads sent to the 
nearest government station for ih« 
Ijonnty, and the captives are loaded 
into carts for transportation to Bom- 
bay, where they are disposed of to the 
European agents.

Increase In Train Hauls. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is 


now reaping the benefits of the im- 
provements that have been maae to 
the property since John K. Cowen and 
Oscar G. Murray were appointed Re- 
ceivers. It was stated by a noted 
o itio of railway operations 
a few 


months ago that if the Receivers suc- 
ceeded in increasing the train haul per 
ton per mile to 300 that they could be 
ccmniended for having spent so much 
money in buying new locomotives, 
straightening curves, lowering grades 
and laying new rail. Since June 30th a 
careful record has been kept and the 
rt-sults have been more than gratifying 
to the management. 
Before new loco- 


motives were purchased, before track 
improvements were made and before 
the tonnage system of loading trains 
•• as adopted, the average train haul 
per ton per mile on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad \\as less than 22-1 tons 
and some old employees think it did 
r.ot exceed 200 tons. There are no fig- 
ures for comparison but in July the 
average was 334.76. in August 356.41 and 
in September 361.4. a very large and 
satisfactory 
increase.

THOUSANDS STAEVIÎÎGTO DEATH. 


Hon. Charlea W. RussoU, 
Asslstaut 
Attorney In the Dopnrcinout of .lus- 
tloe, Beclnrrs That fi0,000 Have Al- 
ready Starvocl—Need For Kellof. 


Washington» Jan. 12.—I-Ion. Charles 
W. 
Russell, 
assistant 
United 
States 
attorney in the department of justice, 
returned yesterday from Cuba, where 
he has spent two weeks investigating 
the conditions prevailing on the island. 
To a reporter Mr. Russell said: 


"I am very glad to be interviewed on 
the subject of Cuba, because I feel it a 
solemn duty to humanity to endeavor 
to make the American people realize 
the terrible distress which exists there. 
Much has been written on the subject, 
but, jufling others by myself. I feel 
quite sure that, because we do not 
commit and have not in our history 
committed such atrocities as Spain is 
committing on that island, the Ameri- 
can reading public regards the reports 
as biased by the preconceived opinions 
; of ^newsjjapers, or grossly exaggerated. 
"I spent just two weeks in Cuba, vis- 
ited Havana, went south to Jaruco, 
southeast to Guiñes, northeast to Ma- 
tanzas, eastwardly 
about 
200 
miles 
through the nJddle of the country to 
San Domingo, Santa Clara and Sagua 
la Grande. 
I visited Marianao, a short 
distance 
west 
of 
Havana, 
and 
saw 
along the railroads SO or 40 towns or 
stations. 
In Havana I visited the Fos- 
sos, the hospital prison Aldecoa, where 
I talked with the father of Evangelina 
Cisneros, and à place called the Jacoba. 
I found reconcentrados at 
all 
these 
places, and begging everywhere about 
the streets of Havana. 


"The sioectacle, at the Possos 
and 
Jacoba houses, of women and children 
emaciated to skeletons, suffering from 
diseases produced by starvation, 
was 
sickening. 
Tn.Sagua J s a w some sick 
anc^ .emaciated little girls in a chil- 
dren's hospital started three days be- 
fore by charitable Cubans, and saw a 
crowd of miserable looking reconcen- 
trados with tin buckets and other re- 
ceptacles getting small allowances of 
food doled out to them in a yard. 
In 
the same city, in an old sugar ware-, 
house, I saw stationed around the in- 
side walls the remnants of 20 or 30 Cu- 
ban families. 
In one case the remnant 
consisted of two little children of seven 
or eight. 
In another casé there were 
four individuals—a mother, a girl of 14, 
and two quite small girls. 
These four 
were all that the order,of concentration 
had left alive out of 11. 


"At San Domingo, where two rail- 
roads join, the depot was crowded with 
women and children, one of the latter 
swollen up with the beri berl. begging 
in the most earnest way of the few 
passengers. San Domingo is little more 
than a railroad station in 
times of 
peace, but at pressent It has consider- 
able population living in cabins, thach- 
ed with the tops of royal palm trees, 
composed of survivors of the recon- 
centradoes. 
The concentration 
order 
requires these people to live within a 
circle of small biockhousea. commonly 
dignified in the dispatches by the name 
of. forts. 
I do not 
know 
the exact 
measure of the dead line circle drawn 
around them, but there was certainly 
nothing within It upon which a human 
being could subsist. 
Practically they 
are prisoners. 
At every one of 
the 
numerous stopping places along 
the 
road a similar collection of huts could 
be seen, and at most of them beggars, 
often nice looking women and beautiful 
children, invaded tlje cars. 


"All along the railroad as far as could 
be set-n were stretches of the most fer- 
tile and beautiful country, with very 
few trees, even on the low mountains, 
and most of th'îse the royal palms. 
I 
saw many dozens 
of 
burning 
cane 
fields, 
and one evening, going 
from 
(lUinefi to Havana, saw the sky lighted 
up along that read with lires principally 
of the tall grass of the country, but 
partly of cane. 
The whole land wag 
lying perf<?etly 
except that I saw 
two or three or four sugar mills where 
cane was grov/ing, but in all such in- 
stances thft mill and cane were 3ur- 
riium!i'd by Torts, manned by soldiers 
whii a^-e paid I-: the owncw^ 


"As tho country wvt- stripped of its 
population by 
the order of 
concen- 
tration, it is eapy to be i.îve that 400,000 
persons were guihered behind the forts, 
without being given food, mtdiclne or 
means of any kind to earn a living, ex- 
cept where In the larger cities some 
few could And employment lu menial 
üíllces. J belifve that half of the 4u0.uu0 
have died as the result of starvation. 
I know from the ofllcial register of the 
city of Santa CUra, which ordinarily 
has a population of about 14,oou, that 
the number of deaths for November 
was over 1,000, and for Dtcember over 
100. 


"I wish merely to state in such a way 
US to be convincing that In consequenoe 
Df the concentration of the people some 
ÍOO.OOO Cubans are daily suffering and 
âj'lng from dlseui>es proUi|oe by ^ lack 


of nòurtihmtiit in thè midst of what I 
think the most fertile country in the 
world, and that something must 
be 
flone for them on a large scale and at 
once, or a few months will see their 
extermination. 
So far as I could see 
they are a patient, amiable, Intelligent 
Bet of people, some of them whom I 
saw begging 
having faces like 
Ma- 
flonnas. 


"What they need Is Instant pecuniary 
assistance to the extent of $20.000 a 
flay, distributed by our consuls. 
Pri- 
vate charity will hardly, it seems, pro- 
fluce that amount, 
V/hefher congress 
should make an appropriation, as In 
the case of the San Domingo refugees 
a,nd other cases, is not for me to say, 
' but I beg the charitable to believe the 
statements of fact which I have made, 
ind to try to realize what they mean.

In the senate executive session on 
Tuesday Senator Davis, of Minnesota, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, made a strong speech in ad- 
vocacy of the annexation of Hawaii. 
In the or>en session of the senate the 
pensions committee reported adversely 
a bill to 
grant a 
pension of $100 a 
month each to the two daughters of the 
late General George Gordon Meade. 


The civil service debate which v^^as 
begun In the lower house of congress 
on Tuesday of last week was continued 
until Tuesday of this week, and then 
the debate was suspended by a tie vote, 
it requiring the vote of Speaker ReeB 
to determine the matter. 
There is no 
doubt that an effort to amend the law 
v/ill be made In the near future, though 
the Democrats 
will support 
nothing 
short of absolute repeal of the^ measure.

When Captain Ned Low, one of the 
most formidable 
pirate leaders in 
Colonial days, committed his de2>vedn- 
tions alon^ the Atlantic coast from 
Newfouudlaiid to Panama, 
he took 
flpecial delight in wreaking veugeance 
upon the crews and captains of New 
England vessels. 


The reason for this is found in the 
accounts of his exploits by an old 
historian. The sturdy colonists would 
not permit him to perform his 
out- 
rages withoxit some sort of retaliation, 
Ho formidable afoe did they send after 
the noted pirate chief that more than 
once he was cornered and nearly cap- 
tured. 


l u June, 1723, Captain Low formed 
n partnershi]) with a successful pirate 
of 
lesser 
note known as 
Charles 
Harris. 
The two united forces and 
directed their energies toAvard the New 
England coast. 
Tiiey soon aroused 
such 
indignation 
in 
the 
Now 
England coast towns that the warship 
Greyhound 
was sent out after tho 
¡Dirates, and, disguised as a merchant- 
man, she soon fell in with the enemy. 
The warshij? was manned with twenty 
guns and one hundred and tw^enty 
men. 
When she sighted the jjirates 
her captain jn-etended to be in great 
consternation, and the vessel 
stood 
away for two hours, Avith the i^irates 


reasonably sure that tho approaching 
sail meant miscluof, 
and that 
his 
whaler was in imminent danger. 


"We'll run in a bit," ho remarked 
to his lirst mate. 


Long familiarity with tho New Eug- 
lang coast now stood him in good ser- 
vice. 
He ran his craft so close to tlie 
shore that it was dangerous for one 
not familiar with the channels to fol- 
low. 


*'It'a no use, 
Captain," the 
first 
mate said after a long i^ause, 
that's Ca])tain Low he knows 
every 
inch of this water. 
He's 
better 
ac- 
quainted with tliis coast than any 
w haling captain from Portland to New 
Bedford." 


''Well, if it ain't Ned Low% we'll 
give him a chase among these 
rocks 
that he won't forget very soon," re- 
plied gruflf Captain Bald, pulling his 
long w^hiskers nervously. 


In a short time the black flag of the 
l^irates indicated even to the crew what 
inission tho ship was bent on. 
There 
was a abort time of general fear when 
stout hearts quaked and rugged faces 
turned pale. 
Every sailor knew the 
cruelty of the i)irate captain and his 
horde of savages. 


Then Captain Bald called the crew 
together and addressed them in these 
words: 


' ' W e m a y a s well face this little 
dirticulty bravely, my men, and not 
i mince matters. 
That's Ned Low's 
ship, and we know what he's after; he 
never shows mercy to anybody, espe- 
' ciiilly to a New Englander, and we'd 
better die fighting than be strung up 
to the yardarm or have our lips and 
noses cut olf for a fry. 
We've got 
harpoons and axes aboard, and every 
I one of ye knows how to use 'em. 
So 
! just get 'em and stick together and 
' fight until ye're dead. 
Just remem- 
i l)or that it's better to be killed than 
' to fall in 
their hands. 
I'll 
use 
}ny wits to get away from them, but it' 
worst comes to worst, we must fight. 
That's all." 
I 
The stout words of the grim old 
whaling captain lent new courage to 
the crew, and they gave a little cheer 
that meant more than the loud huzzah 
of a crowd, 
Everv man felt that he 


V 


Avas about to face death, and he was 
determined to do it with a brave 
front. 


Nearer and nearer approached tho 


on whose 
decks 
close at her heels. 


When Low and Harris wtre in gun- 
threatening 
boat 


shot the warship suddenly turned ! 
around and delivered several broad- 
sides into the chasing vessels. 
Dur- 
ing the confiict which followed Ca])- 
tain Low escaped on his fleet vessel ; 
but Harris and his crew were captured 
and hanged near Newport on July 10, 
1723. 


This incident created a feeling of 
relief and rejoicing throughout New 
England, but it was of short duration. 
Instead of being frightened away by 
the fate of his partner and his 
crew, 
Captain Low 
increased his activity 
and scoured the seas after 
N O A V Eng- 
land vessels. 


At that time New England was send- 
ing out large fleets of whaling boats, 
and the sturdy, innocent 
seaman of 
these were bothered by the i^irates 
probably more than any other 
class. 
They carried very little merchandise 
that was of any value to the pirates, 
but out of a sense of revenge Captain 
Low took 82>Gcial delight in destroying 
the whaling vessels and in setting 
their crews adrift in small boats or 
killing them. 


Matters went on this way for a few 
months, when the noted pirate chief 
either became frightened at the num- 
ber of warships searching for him or 
he felt that ho had been sufiiciently 
revenged for the hanging of his part- 
ner, for after the winter of 17:^8 there 
is no record to show that he ever again 
visited the American coast. His opera- 
tions thereafter were confined chiefly 
to the African coast and among the 
Canaries and Ca])e Verde islands. 


But 
one incident of 
his 
career 
among the New England whalers 
be- 
fore he left for southern waters will 
illustrate the pluck and ingenuity of 
the sturdy seamen of that day. 


The Carrie Bald, of Boston, sailed 
from that city jnanned with a crew of 
fifteen sailors, and after ten weeks of 
successful whaling she turned 
Iier 
prow toward home loaded down with 
blubber and whale oil. 
Her crew 
were in the beat of spirits, anticipat- 
ing large profits from their cargo and 
a hearty welcome home by their wives, 
children and SAveetliearts, 


On July loth she sighted land, which 
proved to be a rocky headland on the 
Maine coast. 
With 
this guide-post 
tolling the captain and crew that they 
would be in Boston harbor in a few 
days everyboily began to make pre- 
parations for lauding. 
Everything 
about the vessel was jnit ship-shape, 
and the old sailors even got their be- 
longings together and packed them in 
bags and old sail-clotli. 


But before Mount Desert island was 
Biglited a sail was seen heading toward 
tho coust, standing up from the eea 
like a great, white cloud. 
Captain 
Bald 
of 
the 
Carrie grew anxiuus 
Ub the sail approached nearer and dis- 
played a flag at the mizzen 
masthead 
which he could not make out. 
One 
reason for his running so far ashore 
had been to escai^e the notice of any 
piratical craft that miglit be cruising 
up and down the coa.'it. 
Most of the 
trading vessels stood well out from the 
rocky Maine shore. 


Half an hour Jater Captain Bald felt 


seen. 
A small swivel gun sent a ball 
1 ricochetting across the waves toward 
tlie whaling schooner, but the 
latter 
continued to thread her way carefully 
among the sunken rocks. 


The pirate craft, when she reached 
the outlying fringe of rocks, hove to 
and beat up and down like a duck 
Uncertain Avhich way to go. 


"It's dangerous w^ater here if you 
don't know your way," imittered Cap- 
tain Bald, and I guess vou don't know 
it." 


He was scanning the ship through 
his sea glasses. 


*'Aha! 
Now Captain Low takes the 
wheel. 
Hisj^ilot don't know the way. 
Now we're in for it!" 


There was a change noticeable on 
board the pirate. 
Then she directed 
her course once more toward the rocks 
and plunged boldly between 
them, 
following the narrow, tortuous chan- 
nel. 


Captain Bald watched her in silence. 
Then his light blue eyes, shaded by 
thick, shaggy eyebrows, grew worried 
and restless. 
He scanned the sea and 
the shore, and then he returned 
his 
gaze to the pirate. 


"We can't lose them here," he said 
finally to his 'first mate. 
"They'll 
overhaul us before night, and then—" 


He shuddered involuntarily. 
"We might run her 
aground and 
swim for the shore," 
ho ejaculated 
linally. 
"No, we'll run her nv the 
river. 
This is Machias Point, and AVC 
might reach the river ahead of 'em." 


It was late in the afternoon when 
the Carrie 
sailed up the mouth of 
tlie river against a strong tide, witli 
the i^irate crnft less than a mile astern. 
The coaxt at this point was bleak and 
deserted in those days, and it was al- 
most as certa-n a death to land and 
desert the ship as to face the pirates. 


"Mill, we'll do it," 
Captain Bald 
said. 
"It's better to fall among the 
Indians than 
among 
these human 
fiends. 
I'd rather be eaten by wolves 
than have my tongue and eyes gouged 
out." 


The pirates were so certain of their 
prey now that their loud shouts could 
be distinctly heard by tiie whaling 
crew. Budiienly Captain Bald started, 
and, knowing that the best way to 
keeji his men brave was to find employ- 
ment for them, lie gave orders quickly, 


"Get the whaleboats 
ready for 
action!" he shouted, 


There were four of these, two on 
either side, and eacli one was manned 
with a crew of three 
sailors, and an 
oHicer. 
AVJien the men Iiad unlashed 
them from the davits tho captain 
shouted: 


"Eorm a water-bucket brigade for a 
fire in the hold!" 


This strange order made some of 
the men hesitate, but exi^licit obedi- 
ence in their captain's words liad be- 
come a habit with them.

"I have had some strange creAvs in 
my experience," said old ('aptain Ben- 
son, "but the funniest kind of a ship's 
company that I ever sailed Avith Avas 
one of big African ajjes, and it hap- 
pened in this Avay: 


"It Avas during the period of the 
lifetime of the great shoAvman, P. T, 
Barnum, Avhen he had his museum on 
loAver BroadAvay in New York city, 
that my vessel Avas chartered by him 
to go out to Africa and to bring back 
a cargo of Avild animals that his agents 
in that countrv had collected. 
We

had three big and tAvo baby elephants 
in the hold, also a rhinoceros and a 
girafle, Avhile in Avooden houses on 
deck Ave carried several zebras, a num- 
ber of antelope 
and deer, also ten 
huge apes as large as men. 
The apes 
were very intelligent and Avere capa- 
ble of 
being taught many anuisiug 
tricks. 


"On our voyage home I had oc- 
casion a number of times to advise the 
officers and men against teasing these 
creatures, telling them that they Avere 
knoAvn to possess a good memory and 
Avere revengeful, 
and Avould surel}' 
make it a point to get eA'en Avith theii 
tormentors at the fivst opportunity; 
but as the heavy AVOoden bars divided 
them from the hairy faces thatscoAvled 
at their fun-making, 
they felt safe 
enough to give no heed to my Avaru- 
ings. 
The mates and sailors took 
good care, hoAvever, to pass at a safe 
distance from their cage in going about 
their Avork, for on tAVO or three oc- 
casions the alert occupants had been 
knoAvn to siiddenly thrust forth along 
muscular arm and grij) the unAvary 
seaman in such a savage Avay as to 
elicit a hoAvl of pain on Jack's part. 
I 
could go among them Avithout the 
slightest fear, and seA^eral times^ en- 
tered their cage for the purpose of 
caring for a sickly little baby ape that 
had been born just after leaving Africaj 
and for Avhich the ocean voyage'subse- 
quently proA'ed too heroic, as it died 
before we reached NeAv York. 


"One morning the creAv Avere all 
aloft on the yards furling sail, for it 
was bloAving hard and the ship hatl 
been obliged to reduce her si)read of 
canA'as, 
I had taken the Avheel and 
the tAvo mates Avere going from mast to 
mast helping the AVork along by haul- 
ing upon the gear as it Avas required. 
The apes had been fed a short time be- 
fore and it must have been that I had 
carelessly fastened the bar that se- 
cured the cage door, for Avhile I was 
looking aloft I heard a startled yell 
from my tAvo officers, and the next mo- 
ment they Avere climbing up the rig- 
ging like monkeys themselves, Avhile 
the croAvd of monkeys came leaping 
aft in pursuit of them. 


"Then the funniest scene that I ever 
Avitnessed Avas presented. 
Six of the 
apes took stations at the foot of the 
shrouds, so that each mast A^'as guarded 
on both sides, and the other four 
mounted the shrouds Avith all the 
agility of sailors, and sought to reach 
the men. 
The apes folloAved the men 
as they mounted higher and higher to 
escape; then, Avhen the latter could 
climb no higher, they Avould grasp a 
stay that led to some place of temijo- 
rary safety and slide doAvn it, some- 
times going from one spar to another 
in this Avay. 
For nearly an hour this 
impromptu exhibition continued, and 
during all this time the sentries on 
deck hopped about in excitement, ut- 
tering guttural yelps, Avhich I have no 
doubt Avere cries of encouragement 
and advice to their friends aloft. 


"At last the big monkeys gave up 
the chase and came doAvn on deck, 
Avhere they joined the others, and all 
sat un their liaunches, gazing up at 
the creAv, occasionally shoAving their 
rows of Avicked looking teeth, as much 
as to say, "All right, my fine felloAvs; 
you stay Avhere you are if you knoAV 
Avhat's good for your health.' 


"I had been thinking out a plan to 
recover possession of my sliip, and 
noAV put it into execution. 
Apes are 
very fond of bananas, and in my room 
I had a fine bunch that hud been green 
Avhen placed on board, but M'hich had 
ripened perfectly since that time. 
It 
gave me something of a heart spasm 
to.part Avith them, but I considered if 
tlie scheme Avorked the sacrifice Avould 
not be a great one. 
iSo I lashed tlie 
wheel to keep the ship steady, then 
brought the fruit from beloAV, carried 
it forward in full vieAv of the apes, and 
placed it Avithin their cage, standing 
beside the door and carelessly eating 
a banana Avhich I had broken from 
the buneh. 


"The apes croAvded inside and fell 
to Avork upon those bananas as though 
it Avas au eating match, Avith a prize 
for the one that consUiued the great- 
est number 
in 
a given 
time. 
1 
slammed the door to and fastened it 
upon my mutineers, and you may be 
assured that for the remainder of thai 
voyage the security of that gate Avai:

REMARKABLE CAREER 


Of Dr. Thotna« W. BT«ns Who Wed 
ccntly in ParlB, 


Dr. Thema« W. Evans, tha famous 
dentist who died rocently in Paris, only 
ft few month« ngo came to this country 
to bury hii wife, and now he hns close- 
ly followed her to the great beyond. 


Dr. Evnns was born In Phllndelphla 
and decided when only 13 years old to 
become a dentist. When 18 years old 
he frnduated from the Jefferson MM- 
ical CollcKe and two years later went 
to London. 
In 184G he went to Paris 
and made a great reputation there, re- 
ceiving from the courts of Europe more 
honors and decorations than have ever 
been conferred on any European of 
less than royal blood, the single excep- 
tion being Bismarck, 


Napoleon III. was among his earliest 
patrons, and throusli him he was intro- 
duced to the family of the King of 
Denmark. 
Among his other patients 
there were the King's daughters, after- 
ward tho Princess of Wales, the Em- 
press of Russia and the Duchess of 
Cumberiand; also his sons, the future 
Kings of Greece and Denmark. 


No American ever had such a foot- 
ing at Marlborough house as Dr. Ev^ 
ans. 
He was ou terms of intimacy 
with the family of the King of Bel- 
gium, the German Imperial family and 
at tho royal palace In St. Petersburg. 


Tho intimate relations of Dr. Evans 
with Napoleon III. enabled him, it Is 
»»id. to prevent the recocultion of tho 
southern confederacy, oven after hi 
had fully made up his mind to do so 
nnd had entered into correspondence 
with the English prime minister to sfr 
cure the co-operation of England. 
Dr, 
Evans won consent to a delay, came to 
Washington, saw President 
Lincoln, 
and carried back such assurances oi 
the ultimate victory for the Union at 
to persuade Napoleon to relinquish hin 
Intention. 


During the Franco-Prussian war Dr, 
Evans organized and maintained at hii 
own expense an ambulance service thai 
did Incalculable good. 
He personally 
directed the movements of the Red 
Cross Society, and it is said was the 
only man in Europe who might pasa 
from camp to camp. One of the most 
Interesting parts of his career was the 
share which he took in assisting th« 
French Empress Eugenie to 
escapi 
from Paris after the disaster of Se- 
dan. He was Instrumental in conduct- 
ing her from the city and putting hei 
on board a vessel that conveyed her to 
England. Were It not for him Eugenie 
might and probably would have shared 
the tragic fate of Marie Antoinette. 


Dr, Evans' fortune, which Is esti- 
mated at $35,000,000, 
was 
amassed 
largely In real estate transactions In 
Paris. In this country he owng $5,000,- 
000 worth of real estate. 
Dr. Evans* 
only relatives are two nephews, Col. 
Charles F. Muller, of Utica, N. Y., and 
I. E. Evans, of New York.

Blooay Battles. 


More lives were lost In the battle of 
Lelpslc than at any other. 
It took 
place Oct. 36, 18 and 19. 1813, between 
the Trench and the Austrians, Prus- 
Blans and Russians. The French wero 
IGO.OOO strong, the allies 240,000. More 
than 80,000 men peiished, 
and 
the 
French wore defeated. 
Such 
losses 
throw into the shade tlie losses of the 
American war. 
At Gettysburg 39,000 
were klllo<l and wounded; at Chicka- 
mauga, 28,000. 
In the battles of Uie 
Wilderness 0,788 men were killed and 
at Spottsyivania 0,20G. In tho final at- 
tack on Kars, during the Russo-Turk- 
Ish war of 1877-8.

Homing pigeons are pigeons that 
will return to their homes after being 
released from captivity many 
miles 
away. 
These pigeons have to 
be 
trained. 
This is done by 
carrying 
them, in cages usually, a short dis- 
tance from their homes and then re- 
leasing them. 
They find food, Avater 
and every attention when they reach 
their homes, and are very glad to 
return. 
Every trial or liasson 'the 
pigeon is released further and further 
from home, until it can cover great 
distances. 
The pigeons are 
also 
taught to carry messages. These mes- 
sages are written on very thin sheets 
of tissue paper 
about four by 
ten 
inches, and the bird will carry at one 
time about four of these. These sheets 
of paper are rolled very small and at- 
tached to a baud of aluminum ou 
tho 
bird's leg. 
Alumiuum is tho lightest 
metal. 


Homing pigeons during the Franco- 
Prussian war, were very useful in 
Tarrying messages from Paris during 
the seige—that 
is, during tho time 
the Prussians had shut up the people 
inside of Paris—getting news to tho 
London papers as to the condition of 
the people in the beseiged city. 


The New York Evening post 
not 
long ago gave a inost interesting ac- 
jount of a service maintained by hom- 
ing or carrier pigeons. 
There' is an 
island, Santa Gatalina, 50 miles from 
Los Angelos, on the southern coast of 
Oahfor nia. There is no telegraphic com- 
municatipn between the coast and the 
'filand, and these pigeons are used in- 
stead. 
Hawks are the pigeons' worst 
enemies. 
For 
this reason, when a 
bird is sent with a message several 
other birds are sent at tho same time 
—the hawks are less given to attacking 
birds when there are several together. 
The second danger is from hunters, 
who shoot the pigeons when 
they 
light to rest, talcing them to be wild. 


AVhen a messajye is to be sent from 
the coast to the island, it is written on 
the thin paper and fastened to 
the 
bird's leg as described above. 
Then 
the bird is released, with the attendant 
birds. 
When he reaches Los Ange- 
los, which is 20 miles inland, the bird 
iiies to the cote, which is attached to 
the residence of the man who owns 
this living telegraph line, and 
flies 
into the cote through a wire 
door, 
svhich swings from the top and drops, 
fastens and rings an electric bell, which 
announces the arrival of a message in 
the oilice. 
The bird finds food and 
water, and rests for a day-or two, when 
he is returned in a basket with 
the 
other birds to the island. 
The bird 
sent out from Los Angdlos makes the 
•ourney to the island, linds his 
home 
3n the islaad and announces his ar- 
-ival in the same way. 
After resting, 
ae, too, is returned to his coast home 
in a basket, to be sent out again on 
his useful journey to the isIand.--The 
Outlook.

Tho Postoffice Department, of 
course, is the heaviest rent payor, and 
after that comes the Federal judiciary. 
Whore the United States owns a post- 
office building, and that is only in a 
few large cities, the 
courts also oc- 
cupy a part of the structure; but in tho 
majority of cases quarters have to bo 
rented for the accommodation of post- 
offices and courts. 
The customs ser- 
vice and the War Department 
also 
rent quarters, while in tho West the 
Land Bureau of the Interior Depart-

the Government would have adequate 
quarters for its bureaus, something 
Jiko ^200,000 a year is paid for rent.

OUR BOOTS AND SUOES. 


PRACTICAL HINTS ABOUT THE WEAR 


AND CARE OF FOOTGEAR.

^ o be neatly shod, says Dora M. 
Morrell in the Now York Ledger, is 
one characteristic of the gentlewoman, 
and this depends more upon the care 
of footgear than iipon expense. 
She 
who buys a cheap shoo or boot and 
gives it tho attention it shonld have 
"will find herself better dressed as to 
her feet than is her sister who pays 
treble as much, but takes no care of 
what she has. 
Often the shoo man 
receives blame which is not his due, 
because his goods have worn badly. 
Neglect will make the best of leather 
prove unsatisfactory. 


Every woman should have three 
pairs, at least, of foot coverings. There 
should be the old pair, to serve under 
rubbers or overshoes in rainy weather; 
the trim pair, for street wear on pleas- 
ant days and a pair for housewenr. 
To these others may be advantageously 
added, but are not absolutely neces- 
sary, except to the woman who goes 
to many parties. 


In buying boots or shoes examine 
the seams for breaks. 
The seamed 
back M'ith stay and the worked button- 
holes add strength enough to the boot 
to make it worth while to pay the dif- 
ference in price. 
All shoe stores in 
large cities have sales twice a year, 
and then is the time to buy thoe-year's 
supply, for these goods are in no sense 
damaged. 
Indeed, they wear rather 
better as the leather 
has become 
thoroughly seasoned, and they sell at 
much less than the original price. 
The 
difference in the styles 
and^ those 
which come in is so slight that it is no 
disadvantage to the ordinary buyer, 
though it is to a dealer. 


It is an economy to have two pairs 
of shoes for business and wear them 
in alternation. 
By doing this the 
boot keeps fresh and bears no odor of 
oerspiration, which does not have a 
chance to rot the leather. 
The per- 
«l)iration of the feet is one of the most 
destructive agencies with which boots 
contend. 


When one removes the boots he or 
5he should wipe them free from dust, 
being very careful about the seams 
und the jo'ining of sole to upper. 
A 
^oft rag, dipped in oil or vaseline, will 
'jlcan the leather well and also make 
it soft. 
Oil is very beneficial to kid 
and leather and should be applied to 
black shoes every month. 
A shoe 
should have a thorough rubbing with 
nil before it is worn at all, 
A shoe 
thus protected will wear much longer 
than onc'-not given an oil bath. 


If buttons are off a boot, it will lose 
^ its shape and Avear unevenly on the 
sole and heels. 
Buttons off a boot is 
the sign of a slattern. 
It is not a wise 
plan to set buttons from the place 
where they were iirst, as the fit of the 
boot depends upon the position of the 
buttons. 
A wider last should 
be 
chosen, and tho choice will give a 
prettier foot and better-wearing shoe. 


When one has been caught in a 
shower and a pair of shoes soaked 
through and through 
remain to be 
treated, the stiff, damaged leather may 
be made pliable by soaking in kero- 
sene, in milk, or by stuffing the boots 
with oats. 
The first will improve the 
leather in texture and appearance, the 
second "will soften, but not improve 
the color. 
^'Ladies' dressing," as a 
rule, does shoes no good, except in 
shine and color, and often cracking of 
the leather. 
Vaseline or oil, applied 
with a woolen rag, will keep the 
leather black and .soft, and imin'ove 
its wearing qualities. 


When a new boot hurts the foot rub 
the part affected with vaseline in gen- 
erous quantity, 
putting it on the 
stocking. 
It M'ill not leave a greasy 
place, but will be absorbed by the 
leather just where the foot needs the 
softness. 
This is the best way pos- 
sible! to make a stiff, hard shoe easy to 
the foot. 


When shoes are removed, after bo 
ing dusted, buttons sewed on that are 
missing, or fresh ties jnit in, they 
should be stood up neatly, with but- 
tons fastened to hold them in shape, 
and put in a current of fresh air. 
Shoes flung in a corner will soon lose 
their form. 
Those which are worn 
only occasionally should be stuffed 
with paper until they nre in trim, and 
then stood away in pairs. 


Vaseline mubt not be used on any 
boot but black, as it will change the 
color in spots. 
If a shoe is soaked in 
kerosene or other oil, it will deepen 
its color, but evenly throughout. Ooze 
kid must not be treated with oily sub' 
stances, but it is possible to.clean the 
delicate and white shades with a ben» 
zine buth. 
To do this use the benzine 
(or gasoline, which is equally good 
and cheaper) freely, and out of doors, 
.L^^Use one 
bath 
for 
"washing 
them 
^ and another for rinsing. 
They will 
look like new. 
Unless the fluid is 
used liberally the articles will be in 
streaks, 
It will require lialf a gallon 
for a pair, but that amount will an- 
8%ver fur two pairs. 


Care of one's shoes is an economy 
•which pays in money, and much morfc 
in satisfaction, and will save the sellei 
from the charge of selling poor goods, 
for which lie gets blamed very often.

Present Treatment of Consumptives 
and Htate Care of Them.*' 
A con- 
sumptive, Dr. von Leyden holds, does 
not necessarily transmit the 
disease 
to his or her children, almost all cases 
of inherited consumption being caused 
by direct contact of tho children and 
parents. 


However, in spite of the facility 
with which the bacillus 
tuberculosis 
can betransforred,an e.xaggerated fear 
of the bacillus itself is not the 
most 
effective guard against the 
disease, 
A hardening of the constitution 
in 
youth and a regard for the 
utmost 
cleanliness are vastly more important. 
Cleanliness is the best 
disinfection. 
Not only prevention, but cure, 
best 
follows these principles. 


To strengthening and hardening the 
constitution and to the hygienic die- 
tetic treatment Professor von Leyden 
gives the in-eference above all other 
methods. 
Of the numerous medicinal 
and serum treatments he spoke most 
reservedly. 
It may not be impossible 
he says, that some day Koch, Behring, 
Büchner and others may give to suf- 
fering humanity an effective serum, or 
something similar, but for tho present 
that method must be adhered to which 
is acknowledged to be the best one, 
viz., the hygienic-dietetic as it is fol- 
lowed in the many sanitariums, such 
as (loerbersdorf, Falkenstein, l)avos, 
lUeboldsgrum, Arosa and 
elsewhere. 
One-third of the patients have been 
cured by this treatment and one-third 
of them 
have 
greatly 
improved. 
Every consumptive must, in the 
first 
stages of the disease, be considered as 
curable. 
Profes&or von Leyden men- 
tions the following chief 
features of 
the hygienic-dietetic 
treatment: 
1. 
Election of a favorable climate. 
2. 
Good air, free from dust. 
¡3, Nutri- 
tious food. 
4. Exercise. 
5. Method- 
ical folloAving out of the cure inclosed 
establishments.

Of all climates, mountainous 
ones 
are deemed the most desirable, but, if 
possible the treatment shoxild be fol- 
lowed in the same region in which the 
patient will have to live and 
work. 
Therefore sanitariums for 
consump- 
tive patients should be 
established 
within reach of all centres of 
popula- 
tion, 
The treatment in an establish- 
ment is not, 
it is true, 
absolutely 
necessary; the same success may 
be 
met with without resorting to one,but 
the former course is certainly 
desir- 
able, because the results are 
much 
more quickly apparent. 


When it conies to the care and treat- 
ment of large numbers of people, of 
bestowing on thousands of the poorer 
classes the benefit of the 
hygienic- 
dietetic treatment. Professor von Ley- 
den is of the opinion that 
advanta- 
geous results iliiiy only be expected by 
the estabUshiii^it of separate, special 
sanitariums for the people; there can 
be no doubt of their fitness and raison 
d^etre, therefore it is the plain 
duty 
of society, of communities, and of the 
state to promote in every way possible 
the number of sanitariums 
designed 
for poor people. 
Without 
direct, or 
indirect, help from the state, effective 
action can hardly be taken to relieve 
the large numbers of i^enniless con- 
Humi)tive3, 
State aid and 
private 
charity must go hand in hand. 


Professor von Leyden expects 
ex- 
actly the same good results from the 
establishment of people's sanitariums 
as from the best and most expensive 
ones already in existence. 
Wuch re- 
sults may only be expected when 
the 
patients received are in the fh'st stages 
of the disease.—New Y o r k Advertiser.

TO MAKE GOOD SEEDS. 


SECRETARY WILSON DISCUSSES THE 


CROSS 
FERTILIZATION. 


lioport Tlmfr a AVay lluft Boon I'onna to 
iirow in 
Knirlainl A'urlotloH of AVlu»n< 
Thut l>o Not T l n i v c TU€»ro N o w - K x p r r - 
iinoiits ill tlio Uniloa Statu.*. 


"It IS not new, at least to us, but 1 
hope they have really accomplished 
all that the story sets forth," said Sec- 
retary 
of Agriculture 
AVilson^ after 
reading an account published in the 
London Daily Mail, of what Avas de- 
scribed as a discovery of the highest 
importance, made on the experimental 
farm of the Earl of Winchelaea at 
Sleaford. 


The alleged discovery was that the 
principle of cross-fertilization could 
be applied to cereals, grasses, clovers, 
and all other forms of 
agricultural 
food plants. 
The most interesting 
statement next to the claim for discov- 
ery was that 
the Messrs, 
Oarton, 
who conducted the experiments, said 
their discovery -would enable England 
to take the lead in supplying the world 
with new varieties, and that it would 
be poasiple to grow the varieties of 
wheat in England which now are im- 
ported for special qualities not hither- 
to attainable in English-grown varie- 
ties, 


"The principle of cross-fertiliza 
tion," added Secretary Wilson, 
"is 
not a new discovery. 
It has been un- 
derstood for years, but not until re- 
cent years have experiments 
been 
made to got something out of the prin- 
ciple in agriculture. 
I see the Dail.'v 
Mail says the United States has been 
moving in the direction followed at 
the farm of the Earl of AVinchclsea. 
We have. 
For years the experiments 
liavebeen carried on at the experiment 
stations, chiefly with reference to the 
needs of each station. 


Scientific agriculturists know Avell 
that it is as practicable to improve the 
qualities of wheat and grasses as it is 
to improve horses and sheep. 
I do 
uot think it has been claimed by any 
li our experimenters that they have 
succeeded in getting new varieties of 
wheat that will displace other varie- 
ties. 
More attention has been given, 
[ believe, to securing better cereals 
b}'* selection of heads of wheat and 
other grains, as they develop in iields, 
Dr varieties found to be suited to cer- 
tain soils and climates. 


"It was some years ago that in my 
own state of Iowa experiments in 
oross-fertilization brought us a new 
rose. 
We had the old-fashioned wild 
rose with half a dozen petals, but 
with abundance of fragrance and foli- 
age. 
By crossing this wild rose with 
a Japan rose, we got a flower of some 
Dne hundred petals, a fine, fragrant 
thing, with the hardy quality of the 
wild rose, its rich foliage, and a great 
increase in the number of its petals. 


"To jump at the conclusion that the 
experiments at Earl Win Chelsea's farm 
are conclusive and the beginning of a 
commercial success seems to me un- 
safe. 
It takes some time to reach 
conclusions in such matters. 
There 
are circumstances to be accounted for; 
the seeds may bring plants that show 
reversion. 
But there is no doubt that 
if new seeds are needed, and experi- 
ments are directed to their production, 
they may be obtained. 


E, W. Allen of the experiment sta- 
tion service said the greatest improve- 
ment in seeds in this country was ob- 
tained by selection from the best fields 
growers 
favoring 
those 
specimens 
that promised the heaviest yield i;)er 
acre with the retention of other desir- 
able qualities in the wheat. 
Ex^jcri 
ments had been conducted at some oi 
the stations witli reference to improv 
ing the value of com as a food. 
li 
was <lesirable to impart a greater pro- 
portion of nitrogen to corn. 
The ex 
periments had been carried on with the 
expectation of discovering how to get 
the nitrogen into the soil and then 
into the corn itself. 
Some success 
had attended the experiments. 


"Other 
expcrimeuts," 
said 
Mr. 
Allen, "involving a recognition of the 
principle of cross-fertilization 
have 
);een made to reduce the proportion of 
cob to corn. 
The seed growers are 
never Aveary of persisting in these ex- 
periments. 
The man who succeeds in 
finding a M'ay of producing corn that 
will have the least possible cob will 
discover a Klondike in agriculture. A 
good deal of attention has been de- 
voted to experimentation to ascertain 
the wheat best suited to smut resist- 
anòe. 
Smut is one of the troubles of 
the farmer. 
If 
science can add a 
cihemical or other quality to wheat that 
svili make it reasonably immune from 
smut without losing any good quali- 
ties ah*eady possessed, it will have met 
a long-felt want.—New York Times,
